ARTEMUS WARD. 


New Stories of the Humorist Told by His 
Maine Neighbors. 


From The New York Sun. 

There seems noend to the mine of wit and 
humor which my whilom neighbor, “A. Ward,”’ 
left behind him. ‘Tap him any time and he’!l 
run” is said, epigrammatically, of Dr. Holmes, 
and the saying is true of Artemus, only that 
he would also run without tapping. He was 
always full and running over with quaint 
humor. And yet, beyond his seeming light- 
ness of disposition and temperament, there 
was depth and solidity, for he was a philoso- 
pher as well as jester, and we all knew he had 
a big, tender heart. And asTI recall my last 
interview his mother, the late Mrs. Caroline 
Browne, and how she dwelt upon his faithful- 
néss to her, rather than upon those intellectual 
qualities which made him world-famous, there 
rises to my mind’s eye the vision of a charac- 
ter as noble and manly as it was comical and 
unique, 

But it is in the anecdotal line—the plucking 
of a few fresh pearls from the well-nigh inter- 
minable string of his funny sayings and doings 
—that I propose just-‘now to speak. 

“T can never forget the: time he stopped at 
my house oyer night, one winter, long, long 
ago, and how he gavea lesson in spelling to a 
very young but bright little girl,’”’ said Nathan 
Church, the former landlord of Church’s tay- 
ern, in Naples, Me., to me the other day, ™ 

“‘Lot’s hear about it,’’ 

‘You see, Artemus had been visiting his 
mother and boyhood friends in Waterford, and 
was on his way to Portland by private team 
over the old stage road. It was toward night, 
and it being a long way. to Portland, he put up 
with me for the night. 

‘For a wonder, the great humorist was about 
my only guest that night—at least, the only 
transient guest. Artemus made himself en- 
tirely at home. The season was cool, and the 
flames in the big fireplace leaped and crackled, 
sending a ruddy glow upon the thin face of the 
sober-visaged traveler, as, leaning back in the 
old-fashioned, highback rocking chair, he 

pensively on the glowing heap. Occa- 
sionally he turned and addressed a word to me.

He called ata num- 
ber of houses for mixtures of pepper and vine- 
gar and other condiments, which he purposed 
giving as medicine to the “‘insane’’ man, 
While taking these, Setchell would affect a 
great aversion to them, and struggle as if re- 
sisting to the utmost, and roar and how] like 
wild beasts ina menagerie, which he could 
imitate most perfectly; all this tv the fear and 
wonder of those who witnessed the perform- 
ance.

A graceful elm of medium size stands at one 
corner of the lot and back of the monument, 
and looking past thickly set gravestones one 
sees a picture of restful beauty, of which Bear 
mountain and the placid, green-fringed lake at 
its foot.are near and salient features.

ZHE STATE COLLEGE OF AGRICULTURE AND 

MECHANIC ARTS. 

At the last session of the board of trustees, 

the organization of the State College of Agri- 

Culture and Mechanic Arts was rearranged, 
and a full faculty elected. Of this college, Dr. 
Hi. C. White is president. This alone signifies 
success for it, as Dr. White is recognized as 
one of the ablest scientists and professors in 
the union. Under him is an efficient corps of 
professors who are determined to make the 
college and its work a grand success. It ranks 
along with the academic branch of the univer- 
sity, and bids fair to accomplish great results 
for the state. 

The facuity has been reinforced by the addi- 
tion of Professor W. D. Hooper, of the Uni- 
versity of Virginia, and Professor C. H. Herty, 
of Johns Hopkins. They are already thor- 
oughly ingratiated in the hearts of the stu- 
dents and reteived with a hearty welcome on 
every hand. 

THE ATTENDANCE. 

On account of the rigid examinations, some 
failed to pass, and others did not try to enter;

A COLLEGE FOR POOR MEN’S SONS. 

There are those in our state who oppose 
university education on the ground that it is 
@ rich man’s privilege and that the rich man’s 
Bon is allowed superior advantages here. 

That argument emanates from men who 
shut their eyes upon cold, solid facts, and 
refuse to accept the plainest kind of reasoning. 
They have never investigated,and don’t care 
to. Like the astronomer who refused to look 
through Galileo’s telescope lest he might be 
convinced ; they refuse to look intothe actual 
state of affairs for they know their arguments 
will be refuted. 

To take a peep into the records of last year, 
it can be positively stated that over 70 
per céut of the university boys were here on 
very limited allowances. } 

Who took the honors of the year? Were 
they sich men’s sons? No. 

Without exception, in the graduating class, 
the honor meu were sons of poor men. The 
medal for prize debater of the 
Demosthenian Literary Society, was 
won byaman who was educating himself. 
The leaders of the junior and sophomore class 
Were in the same list. 

Leaders in classes, in societies, in every 
movement, the sons of the great middle class, 
who were here last year, are enough to refute 
any assertion to the effect that the University 
of Georgia is run in the interest of the rich. 

The writer of this article is himself a poor 
man’s son, educated through the bounty of 
two generous men, and speaking for thatclass, 
backed by five years’ observance here, can 
Say that merit and honesty, worth and integ- 
Fity, are not spurned by either faculty, stu- 

ts or citizens. 

A brief examination ofthe university from 
this standpoint for the session which has just 
opened will not be amiss. It but adds another 
leaf to the book, another link to the chain. 

Of the entire number of students 
now ine attendance upon the Uni- 
versity -of Georgia, 2 per cent 
are educating themselves, and 45 per cent are 
here on limited allowances, making in all 70 
ee cent who may justly and truly be denom- 

ated the sons of the poor. The fact that the 
tuition in the university is free, induces a 
great many poor young men to scrape together 
enough money to come here and acquire an 
education, In the ranks of this institution 
me f be found farmers’ sons, mechanics’ sons, 
end merchants’ sons, poor but honest, en- 
dowed not with wealth but with brains. 

THE STATE OF MORALS. 

The statement is often made that youn 
men are ruined by attending the University o 
Georgia, that the morals surrounding the 
student are of a not very elevating nature, and 
by this several are induced not not to come 
here. The only thing necessary to convince 
one of the fallacy of this. statement is investi- 
oobi The university challenges investiga-

mever be injured. It is but stating plain 
facts, easily substantiated, to say that in the 
limits of Georgia, there cannot be found an

NEW BANKS FOR ATHENS. 


More Money toBe Put in Circulation in 
the Classic City. 

ATHENS, Ga., September 2.7—[{Special.}— 
For some time money has been scarce fn 
Athens, and the question of the proper method 
of raising it has been widely discussed. 

The increasing business of Athens cannot be 
carried on with her present banking capital, 
and every merchant in Athens is now running 
his stock up to his last dollar. Then, too, the 
cotton cropis pouring in rapidly, and money 
must be had to meet it. 

So on November Ist, the new Exchange 
bank will open up for business, with Captain 
J. J. C. McMahan as president. It will be 
located in the corner room of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association building, and will have 
as handsome quarters as any bank in Athens. 

It starts with a capital of $60,000, 
and numbers among its stockholders some of 
the best business men of the community. 

The Athens savings bank, a capital institu- 
tion of which Dr. John A. Hunnicutt is presi- 
dent, will also open up a banking business this 
fall. It now has a capital of $50,000 which is 
continually increased. 

These two banks will bea great benefit to 
our city. They will greatly facilitate the 
handiing of the cotton crop, as that staple is 
very early this year, and already its receipts 
here are 2,000 bales ahead of ldst year. Last 
year was a great cotton year for this section, 
but it will probably be passed this year. 

Money will now commence to flow more 
easily through Athens.

THE WEEKLY REPORT OF BR. G. DUN.

Showing an Improvement in Exports—Activ- 
ity in All Branches of Legitimate Trade, — 
Iron Is Firm. 


NEw YoOrK, September 27.--The weekly review 


of R. G. Dan & Co., says liquidation in nearly all 


kinds of speculation comes to the disappointment 
of many, in connection with largely increased 
supplies of money and prepares the way for a 


healthier trade in all legitimate branches. Treas-~ 


ury disbursements for bonds and silver, and the 
prepayments of interest, have reduced balances 
by nearly $30,000,000, but the enormous supply of 
currency has not as yetinflated prices at all, The 
local rate for money on call has declined from 4to 
3 per cent, and an easier market is reported at 
Boston, Philadelphia and Chicago, but grea® for- 
eign banks continue to ‘lose gold, England and 
go reporting a loss of $4,600,000 for the week. 

ith lower prices there appears a decided im- 
provement in exports of products, and the de- 
crease for the past three weeks 1s now only 4.7 per 
cent compared with the last. 

Imports are much enlarged by the effort to get 
goods into the country before the tariff goes into 
effect, but current accounts of such increase are 
exaggerated. The value of all imports for three 
weeks has been but 15% per cent above last year’s 
record. A considerable increase appears in 
woolens, linens, silks and other dry goods, but 
there is a fair prospect that merchandise exports 
wili now exceed in value the imports for the 
month. Grain does not move freely as yet, but 
the exports of cotton exceed last year’s mate- 
rially, and provisions move in larger quantities. 

Reports from other cities show remarkable ac- 
tivity in all branches of legitimate trade. The ex- 
cess of bank clearings over those of the corres 
ponding weeks last year in all cities outside of 
New York, rises to 16 per cent for the month thus 
far, and at western and southern points the gain 
averages about 23 per cent. Though money is 
very active at most points, and rather stringent at. 
many, the volume of business does not seem to be 
anywhere curtailed thereby, and reports as to col- 
lections are much more favorable than usual. The 
great industries are decidedly active, wool mann- 
facture having éspecially improved with much 
more satisfactory orders. Cotton manufacture is 
Squared by the large demand for goods andin 
numerous minor industries the expected change 
of duties is Said to be the basis of greater action. 

Iron is more firm at Philadelphia; and is not 
much pressed for gale here, though Some Chicago 
sales in this region are reported, but the demand 
for bar increases with an advance in prices, and 
plate and structural mills are crowded though 
steel rails are still inactive. 

There has peen much liquidation in stocks with- 
out a serious decline in price or any excitement. 
Speculation in the sugar trust is made to turn 
ostensibly on various reports about the coming 
tariff, but railroad rates are not 
well maintained, and associations find it practi- 
cally impossible to sustain themselves in view of 
a sort of competition which the interstate act in- 
duces. A great faction in the stock market is the 
realization that the partial failure of crops must 
mean, sooner or later, smallerand less profitable 
traffic on time. But the increase in the volume of 
other business is surprising, and tends strongly to 
sustain the price of holders.

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4 BLOODY COUNTY-SEAT WAR IN 
COLORADO. 


The Towns of Boston and Springfield Fight- 
ing Over the County Seat—Warlike 
Citizens Taking Hostile Steps. 
el cael 


Denver, Col., September 25.—A special to 
The Republican from Lamar, Col., says: 
Word has been received of serious trouble 
between the towns of Boston and Springfield, 
in Baca county. Since Baca county was made 
from Las Animas county, by the last general 
assembly, there has been strife between these 
two towns as to which should have the seat. 
The act organizing the county provided that 
Springfield should be the county seat, and at 
an election held last fall, itis alleged that by 
the manipulation of ballots. it was made the 
permanent county seat. 

The people of the town of Boston claim that 
Springfield has not $5,000 worth of county 

roperty necessary to prevent the county seat 
‘pons being moved by a majority vote this fall. 
The only available building for a county court- 
house was a hotel building in Boston. <A few 
weeks ago this was sold at sheriff’s sale, and 
was bought by Springfield yy ag Saturday 
night a party left Springfield for Boston with 
machinery, intending to move the building to 
the former town and use itas a courthouse,thus 
preventing the county seat issue being raised 
this fall by reason of prominent improvements 
being made. Rollers were put under the 
building, which is the finest in the county, and 
three stories high, and twenty teams were 
hitched toit. Inside the house were stationed 
twelve men with Winchester rifles. The 
building was moved about five miles toward 
Springfield, which is about twenty-five miles 
from Boston, when the people of the latter 
place discovered the trick, and immediately 
organized. All available horses and rifles 
wete brought into use, and pursuit was 
made. Upon overtaking the party, they 
commanded a halt’ which was answered by a 
volley of shots from the men in jhe building. 
The Boston crowd tfien fired and a fierce bat- 
t'e raged, which ended in the Springfield party 
being driven from the building, Coal oil was 
thenjprocured, and the floors of the building 
saturated, which was set on fire and ent:rely 
consumed. 

Great excitement prevails, but owing to the 
isolation of the town—Springfield being over 
fifty miles‘rom Lamar, which is the nearest 
railway st ation—uews is hard to obtain. Sev- 
eral parties arrived here from Springfield las: 
night and departed hurriedly, after buying a'l 
the cartridges they could find. Itis reported 
that several parties were seriously injured in 
the fight, and two killed, but the newsis not 
authentic.

William, 


QUEEN YVICIORIA AND THE PRINCE. 


The English Queen's Life at Os- 
borne House. 


Wrst Cowes, England, September 22.— 
[Special Correspondence of The Constitution.] 
It isn’t often that an ordinary citizen of a re- 
public can see a queen and empress, an em- 
peror and a prospective king with ‘all their 
high class surroundings in one group. I re- 
cently had that experience and enjoyed it very 
mucin. It took nearly a whole week to see all 
the gorgeous conditions of a royal reunion, but 
it was worth the time and trouble, more espe- 
cially asit was holiday time, whenjall England 
give: itself up to pleasure. In the first place 
it has taught ine many new lessons of the wide 
difference between the aristocracy of caste and 
of money as we sec it in the United States. 
The strange experiences of the past few days 
have taken me upon royal yachts, and into the 
presence of many dignitaries, both on land 
andsea. Such conditions and opportunities 
conies but rarely and I studied every 
feature of monarchial life that was so 
liberally spread out around this 
quaint old town. 

When the German emperor stepped his foot 
on English soil upon an important visit to his 
grandmother, the queen of those islands, he 
shétved a young man just turned thirty-one 
yoars of age, and of that rather lithe, sinewy 
build which denotes strong physical powers. 
His features are clear cut, very expressive, 
and his fair mustache gives an exceedingly 
pleasant touch to his rather strong face. In 
fact, ho would be regarded as good looking 
anywhore even without the help of his rich 
and becoming admiral’s uniform, almost the 
exact duplicate of the one worn by his uncle, 
the prince of Wales. There was a great deal 
of ceremony attending all the details of what 
I may readily calla remarkable display of so- 
cial, military and naval power. But there was 
so much more in this visit of this young kaiser 
than mere display, that one is lost in wonder 
at the rapid changes in this yanng man’s con- 
dition since he became the ruler of one of the 
greatest nations on the earth in 1888. The 
task of telling aboutit is not an easy one, 
for the seenes were so novel to an American, 
and so dazzling in extent and effect that one 
can easily get lostin the maze of this great 
event, every thread of which seems to be too 
interesting to be lost. Not-particularly so be- 
cause there was so much tinsel and gold lace, 
but because the reception and its attendant 
circumstances marks an important event 
which may mean a great deal to the future of 
Europe. 

The scenes with all their striking personali- 
ties have shifted in and close about 
the little seaport town from which I 
am writing, which has been aptly called ‘“‘a 
snag of the ocean.’’ Not gunshot away the 
crafts of many nations rode at anchor, and the 
waters of the Solent were flocked with. the 
white saiis of many pleasure boats. Besides 
the men-of-war the royal yachts belonging to 
the rulers of England and Germany sat in the 
bay like swans upon the crest of white caps. 
The young emperor's floating palace is hand- 
somer in ~ outline and color tHan thd) 
queen’s or prince of Wates, but not 
50 sumptuously decorated or so luxurious 
asthe English royal yachts. There is a rich 
simplicity on the Hohenzollern, from the deck 
of which I am sending this message home- 
ward, that would be difficult to duplicate, and 
as I enjoyed a close inspection of the vessel in 
all its points and thoroughly studied its build 
and equipment, the good taste of everything 
struck me at every turn. 

The Hohenzollern is painted white with 
decorations of gold. Its twosmokestacks are 
yellow with cuifs of red at the top, but the in- 
terior finish all through is rosewood and 
mahogany. Of course, the richest of carpets 
make soft the floors, and the walls are hung 
with pictures and almost every possible evi- 
dence of the cultured taste of William IT. 
In some of the rooms, especially in the after 
part of the Hohenzoliern, several of the panels 
are done with bits of scenery in oil, which the 
emperer, himself, and his younger brother 
painted, and they are good. illustrations of the 
fact that both are artists of no mean ability. 
The music room contains some of the best 
works of the old masters with which the young 
emperor passes a good deai of his time when 
atsea. Thedining room is splendidly titted, 
but rigid!y simple in decerations. Only two 
pictures are on its watis. Oneisa geod por- 
trait of Bismarck, and the other of General 
von Moltke. The bedroom is severely plain, 
but the couch is richly made up, and the em- 
peror siceps undet royal purple coverings pre- 
sented to him by the queen. A small writing 
desk surmounted by a crown'sits near the lead 
of the bed, also a present from his grand- 
mother. The bathroom is nearly as. large as 
his sleeping apartment and finished .in ma- 
hogany. Of course there are mahy rooms 
scattered here and there for the writing and 
Sleeping apartments of his suite and: secre- 

ries. : 

The.deck of the Hohenzollern is beautifully 
Set apart, and in the bew there are two. mag- 
hificeut Krupp rifle cannon, mounted on_ 
carved brass carriages, and literally covered 
With siiver decorations and patriotic. mottoes, 
évery one of them breathing the‘full force of 
German military spirit. In fact, the whole 
make up of the Hohenzollern is so rich and 
Unique, andat the same time severe that 
words fail to give any adequate idea of -the 
ship which is at this moment lying under the 
guns of the white German gunboat Irene, 
which is commanded by his brother, 
Prince Henry, of Prussia, and is the 
constant attendant. of the reyal yacht. 

Not long after my visit to the. Hohenzollern 
I stood on the deck of the Albertand Victoria, 
the queen’s favorite boat. Itis painted black 
with yellow deck and smokestacks of the 
6ame color. When she is aboard the decksare 
richly carpeted, and everywhere along thie 
companionways are little nooks richly up- 
holstered where she may recline and enjoy the 
ocean breezes. At other times the upper 
floors are covered with heavy oilcloths, and 
€verything is neatness itself. The Osborne, 
the prince of Wales’ yacht, is painted and dec- 
orated just like his mother’s, except thatthe 
finish below deck is dark rather than light, 
but the decorations are by no means striking. 
Queen Victoria seems to be a woman: with 4

ning through her nature, The ‘Albert 
and Victoria was built in the prince 
consort’s time, and her husband selected 

the fittings. From that day to’ this she has | 
never allowed a pattern to be changed: The 
Walls of the vessel are all hung in dainty light 
china silk, with a small flower dotting it here 
and there. Itis avery old-fashioned pattern, 
and time and again prettier designs have been 
sent her, but she refuses to make the change, 
and has the same old pattern, selected by her 
husband more than thirty years ago, manu- 
factured at great. expense and rehung 
on the walls of her yacht  when- 
ever they get soiled. The finish 
below as well as on deck is something very 
striking and the white and gold above finds its 
counterpart below. The light color of the silk 
©n tlle walls is increased by the rich maple 
used in all woodwork. The queen’s bedroom 
is very large and.ivory-handled bells hang in 
every direction. In fact all the fittings of this 
tgeons craft are in solid ivory and must 
ave cost a great deal of money.

unniff, an old yachtsman of Boston, who 
looked them over with me, thought the 
prince’s the most systematically built. 

A peep at royalty in its inner joints is always 
interesting, and I have. seen a good deal more 
of it than is comprehended simply in gunboats 
and royal yachts. West Cowes, the quaint old 
town where this remarkable meeting between 
gtandmother and grandson took place, is 
surrounded by all that is interesting 
in English life, both high and low. 
It is a __ straggling hamlet with 
curious old dwelling houses andj queer 
shops with cakes and ales. It looks like any- 
thing but a noted place, and many insignifi- 
cant villages along the Atlantic coast would 
attract more attention than this quaint town 
of only a few thousand inhabitants, which 
skirts the banks of the Solent and a little arm 
of the sea bending in from it, known as Cowes 
roads. Across the larger body of water is 
Southampton, near where Nellie Grant lives, 
and the swell German steamers take on 
their passengers for the United States on their 
way from Bremen. Fartherto the right is 
Portsmouth, an old military and nayal station, 
where the great war ships of _ this 
nation paradé, or lie at anchor, when not on 
other duties. Across the river from it, on the 
isle of Wight, is Ryde, a pretty place of some 
“Apa eraiy cram and the wagon road leading from 

t takes you past the queen’s residence, on the 
way to Cowes. Yet all those places only make 
up a few thousand inhabitants, while the 
Solent, within a circle of twenty miles from 
this point, carries at various times a good deal 
of the commerce of the world, besides being 
the attraction for high-class Englishmen, from 
the first of July to the middle of August. 

Royalty is far more democratic than most 
people imagine. They are secure in their 
places, and have no necessities of making pre- 
tensions or efforts to assert themselves. It is 
not an unusual thing to see tlre queen driving 
along the country roads with her lady-in-wait- 
ing, justas anyrich woman in the United 
States would drive out for an airing, and with 
no more ostentation. The prince of Wales fre- 
quently walks out alone, and on occasions 
like this goes around among the people as non- 
chalantly as any ordinary gentleman. The 
very day that I had enjoyed the royal yachts, 
the queen drove down from the Osborne house, 
and through the streets of Cowes, which were 
crowded with visitors. She was greeted with 
honor and was entirely unpretentious, fn all 
her acts and surroundings. She was dressed 
very becomingly in dark clothes, and wore 
little or no jewelry. She looked to be in the 
best of health and her full, round face worea 
very complacent air. Hercarriage displayed 
the royal coat of arms, and her liveried ser- 
vants alone told the story of her exalted posi- 
tion. She took quite a drive around, much to 
the delight of everyone, but went home soon 
to escape the excitement that was everywhere 
visible. 

It is only a very short distance from here to 
Osborne house, where the queen is always to 
be found at this time of the year. Itisin the 
country, and one would never think that the 
old wooden fence which runs for such a long 
distance along the wagon road guarded the 
residence of the most powerful and 
noted woman in the world. Ex- 
cept when you come upon the six 
different lodges giving entrance to the grounds, 
and meet the red-coated officials, it looks more 
like the estate of some well-to-do husbandman 
than the residence of a monarch... The house 
is nota great palace, when compared with man 
less noted homes in England)... But itds beanti- 
fly located; itssurroundings are very unique 
and entirely free from any evidenco of - great 
wealth until you approach if, 

In and around it there are many evidences 
of the undving sentiment that the queen had 
for the prince consort, and still retains for his 
memory. It was his favorite place and she 
permits no alterations to be made, except such 
as decay makes necessary. Here, as on her 
vacht, the evidences of her widowhood are ap- 
parent in the black lines about her note paper, 
and here and there the dark weeds of mourn- 
ing, which thirty years of time and the exac- 
tions of her position seem not to have dimmed. 

Osborne house stands well back from the 
road, and faces the waters of the Solent. 
It is in the center of such quaint 
scenes of English life as is only seen in this 
asparagus bed of the garden spot ofall Europe, 
for the isle of Wight is a study for the 
painter, poetand philosopher. A _ beautiful 
lawn stretches out before the house down to 
the beach. The hundreds of acres which sur- 
round it are grandiy laid out, decorated with 
flowers, and shrubbery in endless variety. 
The big shade trees which were there before 
the house was built make the place look more 
like a well-tended wiiderness than the abode of 
royalty. But the scene about the dwelling is 
one of quiet splendor. Great banks of the 
choicest flowers dot the green sward in every di- 
rection, 2nd unique beds of evergreen spotted 
about with gaily colored posies, so familiar all 
over the country, make a striking contrast to 
the dark green of the mighty trees which are 
everywhere. Graveled walks and drives 
thread in and out through this paradise of 
nature and art, fitted and filled to illustrate 
the strength of anation. Every night during 
the German emperor’s stay this fairy spot 
was lighted and hung with variegated colored 
lamps, whilo to the strains of music great men 
and women socially and politically have paid 
tribute to the qneoen. 

Of conrse, none but royalty, and those who 
carry its skirts have been permit-ed to look 
even atthose festive seenes, but I was ac- 
corded glimpses enough to the general sur- 
ronndings, as the people feasted and drank, to 
make it clear that after all in those lands, 
wherethe many pay and the few enjoy the 
rewards of power, they spread the butter of 
magnificent display thickly_upon the bread of 
a secure and contented authority; but there 
is a far deeper significance to the 
granderr to which I have referred 
than the mere incidents which have charmed 
the eye and pleased the senses. For many 
years the German and English royal families 
have married and intermarried, keeping up a 
community of interests that has been useful to 
both nations. The young emperor, who has 
taken his first-real.Jessons in association with 
his grandmother,and the trained statesmen who 
direct the affairs of this government, seemed 
inclined after his father’s death to change 
the friendly relations so long existing, and his 
treatment of ‘his mother lefta sting in the 
British heart that has not yet ceased smarting. 
But twelve months hasdone a great deal for 
Emperor William, especially -to the English 
mind, and Kis visit has evidently wiped out 
much of theanimosity bred of his conduct 
jnst.after he ascended the throne; It has filled 
the hearts of the royal familyand even the 
people with great hopes for his future. -

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BY J. L. M. CURRY, 


In my early life cotton, corn, wheat, oats, po- 
tatoes and garden vegetables and fruit were 
the principal produetsof the farm. The peo 
ple subsisted very much on what they grew, 
raising their own meat, making their own 
ahoés and clothes, and buyingiron, salt, sugar, 
coffec and molasses. Sometimes “droves” of 
hogs or of horses and mules, were driven from 
Kentucky or Tennessee through the county 
and what was lacking in home supply was 
purchased from these droves—a distinguished 
stacosman and financier came originally to 
Georgia, a poor, uncultured youth, as an assis- 
tant in driving horses. Hog kiiling season 
was eagerly looked for and much enjoyed by 
the young people. When a ‘‘cold-spell” came 
fin December or January it was seized upon 
promptly. In advance a pile of logs had been 
bailt up in which were rocks weighing fifteen 
or twenty pounds and adjacent was a box or 
hogshead sunk inthe ground and filled with 
water. The fire was lighted before day and 
“aii hands” were present and ready for the 


work, which could not be delayed in that tem- | 


perate climate. As scon as the rocks were 
enfliciently heated they were taken from the 
pile and put into the box or hogshead. By 
the time the water was boiling, the hogs, 
which had been knccked on the head and 
stuck with a long knife, were ready to be put 
in. As soon asthe hair was loose, the hogs 
were thrown on a frame work of rails or poles 
and were scon denuded, They were then sus- 
pended on a pole, washed thoroughly and 
made ready for the butchers who skillfully did 
their work. From the Killing to the final cut- 
ting upfor packing away in the smokehouse, 
there was careful division of labor, but all 
worked with much wise and cheerful activity. 
I recall with much satisfaction the appetizing 
“melts” and swect breads, which roasted on 
the hot rocks mace, with the addition of corn 
bread, the breakfast for all engaged. 

Much cotton was consumed on the planta- 
tions in the knitting of socks and the manu- 
facture of home-made cioth. Cards were 
made of bent wire. inserted in a piece cfleath- 
er, which was tacked toa flat piece of wood, 
provided with handles, These were used by 
the women for carding ginned cotton into rolis. 
The spinner, standing by the whee!, fastened 
the rolltoa shuck wound around a spindle. 
As the wheel was revolved with the right 
hand, tho left held the roll between thumb 
and finger, exerting upon it a slight, steady 
pul. - The result was the elongation of the 
roll of cotton, which after successive attenna- 
tives was deftly twisted into a thread and 
rolled around the spindie into a “breach,” a 
word not used in this sense by Webster. The 
thread from these ‘‘broaches’’ was spun 
by means of a reel, into hanks of four “cuts 
or yards. Many hanks of cotton have [I recled 
at night after finishing my lessons. Theése 
hanks, by a rude ‘hine called ‘“‘warping- 
bars,’’ were convertedinto the extended thread 
which being passed through the s'ey became 
the warp inthe loon. Tha ‘‘woof’’ consisted 
of threads of cotton wound upen the the spin- 
ning wheel into short spools, which fastened 
in the shuttle were alternately driven from 
Fight to leit throuzh of the warp 
opened by the feet of the weaver upon the 
tread'es. By this process of weaving the cot- 
ton cloth was made. Sometimes warp and 
woof were of woo] but, inore frequently for 
winter wear, the warp was of cotton and the 
wooi of wool. (I have no meclianicai talent 
and have not seen an old-fashioned loom fora 
quarter of a century or more, and fear my de- 
@cription will give a very inadequate idea to 
these who never examined an instrument 
which, with some modifications, furnished the 
world for many centuries with cloth.) Ark- 
wright’s and other inventions were slowly in- 
troduced into the rural districts before the 
time of railways. 

So farasI know the ingenuity of man has 
not invented a satisfactory labor-savying ma- 
chine for picking cotton. Fingers of the 
human liand extracted the fleecy substance 
from the boll which, in sacks or baskets, was 
carried to the ginhouse and weighed. The 
seed was extracted from the lint by the gin, 
and in my early youth, the ginned cotton was 
packed by means of a iron crow-bar, in the 
hands of a strong negro man, in long, narrow 
bags, containing about 300 pounds. About 
1836 a screw for packing cotton was put up in 
the neighborhood but it came into popular 
adoption after tedious trials. Cotton seed was 
not then used for making oil but was employed 
as winter food for cattle and as a fertilizer. 

As compared with the aggregate white pop- 
miation, the number of slave-owners were 
ema!!, and the numberof s!aves on a planta- 
tion varied from one toa hundred, orin rare 
instances toa thousand. On the plantations 
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ces are confined, the life was patriarchal. Log 
or frame houses were built near the owner’s 
house, the wuole making a little village, and 
the custom was to supply, every year, each 
adu!t slave with a blanket, two pairs of shocs, 
and three suits of clothes. The food cons'sted 
of meat, generally pork, meal, vegetab'es and 
milk. Where slaves werefew they ate what 
the white people ate as did always the cook 
and house servants. While the negroes, as 
Slaves, were, of course, required to render 
obedience and service, the relation between 
miaster and servant was one of much familiar. 
ity and often of rea! affection. Disobedience 
and theft were punished, but severe punish- 
Ment was notcommoen. Sef-interest, human- 
ity, public opinion aud the law forbade it. T, 
Bosworth Smith, in the nineteenth century, 
Brackets as equal the horrors of the middle 
passage and of the cotton plantation. Testi- 
mony is of little value to those whose theories 
require certain facts, but I never saw a negro 
cruelly whipped, nor a blood-hound. That 
there were cruel masters and overseers, it 
would be absurd to deny, and of the “peculiar 
institution.”” I am no advocate. No one re- 
joices more than I over the disappearance of 
megro slavery, but my early recollections of 
slaves aro of the tenderest kind. My nurse 
and my plantation playmates were negroes, 
Hundreds of times have I gone, day and 
night, into the cabins and shared their homely 
meais and listened to the stories which have 
since been embodied in that popular book, 
“Uncle Remus.’’ Many nights have I, ac- 
companied by the negroes, hunted ‘‘coons” 
and “possums” and returning hungry and 
tired, have eaten roasted potatoes and: drank 
persimmon beer. 

Among the negroes there prevailed, univer- 
sally, a potential and deleterious belief in sor- 
cery and witchcraft. Evil spirits abounded 
and were controlled by charms. Witches es- 
pecially were night-errants of evil and used 
their occult knowledge for nefarious purposes. 
They could make entrance or exit through 
key-hoies, come down chimneys, travel with 
lightening speed, and at will make themselves 
invisible. They could put “‘spelis’” on people, 
make diseases irremediable, give “bad luck,” 
provoke family troubles, make children diso- 

ient, and things generally goawry. Ghosts 
and will o’ the wisps were spiritual agencies 
interfering in human affairs. Medicine-men 
plied their game, for lucre or revenge, through 
these superstitions. Little bags, as charms, 
‘were Worn around the neck and various amu- 
lets were preservatives against disease and ill- 
fortune. 3% Elongation of the palate, or inflam- 
mation uvula, was cured by puiling very

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ing, gambling, fighting, horse-racing, etc., 
were other than excrescences, or exception 

departures fromthe ordinary course of neigh- 
borhood and family life. Population was thin 
and agriculture was almost the sole occupa- 
tion. A few stores, a few blacksmiths, shoe- 
makers, masons and J carpenters were almost 
the only interruptions to the monotonous uni- 
formity of industry. Cotton was the only sur- 
plus product, and it was hauled in wagons to 
Augusta or boated on the Savannah river to the 
samoanarket. (In 1836, making my first visit 
to Augusta, I eaw and went upon asmall stern- 
wheel craft which, propelled by steam, plied 
between that city and Savannah.) Among 
neighbors the utmost good feeling prevailed. 

Hospitality was abundant and cordial assist- 
ance was cheerfully given at house-raisings 
and log-rollings. The sick were visited and 
there was no lack of offersof service to relieve 
the family in watching and other burdensome 
duties. The dead were buried with solemnity 
and decency and to attend the funeral was a 
mark of neighborly respect seldom omitted, 
Cherches were in every neighbor- 
hood and were well attended. The 
preachers were Methodists and- Baptists, 
with an occasional sermon from a Presbyte- 
rian minister. Episcopalians and Roman 
Catholics were unknown. As preachers were 
scarce protracted meetings and camp meetings 
furnished additional means of religious in- 
struction and awakening. My father’s house 
was always open for the preachers, although 
he was not at that time a member of any 
church, and nearly every Sunday the family 
would attend ‘meeting’ somewheére. Car- 
riages were very scarce. Gigs were common. 
Generally church-goers rode on horseback or 
walked. I have seen men and women stop 
before reaching the church house and put on 
their shoes and stockings. George Pierce was 
not a circuit rider in the county, but I heard 
him preach once at ‘‘Cherokee church.””’ The 
Baptist preachers I heard were Uriah Harris 
and — Taylor, of Columbia county; John Q. 
West, of and a negro by the name of Henry 
Adams. The last wasan able minister, well 
educated, very popular, modest and well be- 
haved. Some foolish jealousy existed towards 
him andI can remember the withdrawal at the 
instigation of a partisan of a white preacher, of 
a part of the congregation once when: he 
preached, but the greater part gladly remained. 
Dr. C. D, Mallory once preached at .‘‘Donbie 
Branches,’’ on a week-day, and school exer- 
cises were suspended during the. wership: He’ 
preached a ‘‘missionary sermon” and its‘unu- 
suainess excited much discussion. Seats in 
the rear of the houses were set apart for the 
negroes and hundreds of them were church 
members. 

Oid-field schocls and academies were the 
means for acquiring an education. TI started 
to school ata very early age and do not re- 
member when [ ‘earned my letters. Spelling 
was taughtin the rudest and 
manner. I was taught ab, eb, ib, ob, ub, bla, 
ble, bli, blo, bin, bly and cider and cru-ci-fix, 
and the first line I ever read was: No man 
may put off the law cf God. I matriculated 
inan old-ficid school, taught by Joel Fleming. 
In a grove of oak and hickory, hard bya 
spring of clear, cool water, was a log house 
about twenty feet square, the openings stop- 
ped with billets of wood and daubed with clay. 
There was a chimney with a large, open fire- 
piace. On one side of the cabin was a rude 
door, swung on wooden hinges. There was no 
window but opposite the tireplace one of the 
logs had been sawn out. There was no shut- 
ter to this opening as it gave light tothe gen- 
eral writing desk of the school, which was an 
unplaned plank extended horizontally the 
whoie width of the room. Ata given signal 
every writing scholar put himself at the desk 
and set about the serious work of learning to 
write. During this exercise the faces of the 
pupils were turned away from the teacher and 
an awkward stroke of the pen, or a biot on the 
paper, was punished by a crack on _ the 
knuckles. There were no gold nor steel peus 
in those days and goose quills were used. Ink 
was kepc in small vials, and enough cotton was 
putin the vial to absorb the ink. There were 
no globes, nor blackboards, nor desks, nor wall 
maps, nor chairs. The benches were made of 
slabs of timber, with legs or pins inserted in 
auger holes, and were so high that the feet of 
a young pupil in a proper sitting posture could 
not possibly reach the floor. In the absence of 
support, relief was sought for. the spinal 
column or overtaxed bones by leaning against 
the wall, or by frequent changes of position. 
In mild weather the larger boys were per- 
mitted to retire from the schoolhouse and seek 
mental aids in the solitude of the grove. The 
scho'ars were permitted to study aloud and the 
chattering of magpies could not have ex- 
ceeded the noise of the miniature Babel, At 
noon we had recess or playtime, continued ac- 
cording to the humor ef the teacher and 
suspended by loud and repeated crving on his 
part of ‘‘Books, books, books.’’ While the 
giris sought feminine amusements, the boys 
employed the recess ip running, jumping, 
wrestling, marbles, base, townball, bullpen, 
shinny, etc. 

During my first year at school under Joel 
Fleming a3 acuer occurred a ‘“‘turn-out.’’ 
There were then no regular prescribed vaca- 
tions and it occasionally became necessary to 
apply gentle coercion in order to obtain a few 
days of holiday. The time having been agreed 
upon, it was looked forward to with intense 
interest by the pupils, male and female, to 
whom the secret had been confided. Some of 
the parents and patrons, being privy to the 
purpose, concealed themselves ata distance 
behind large trees so as to see and enjoy the 
fun. At anearly hour the pupils assembled and 
barred the door against the admission of Mr. 
Fleming. When he came and demanded en- 
trance it was, of course, refused unless he 
would accede to the demand for holiday. De- 
clining this, after much parleying he retired 
and sat down at the foot of a large oak tree. 
Some of the larger boys ‘‘fetched a compass,”’ 
and creeping up behind the tree suddenly 
seized the teacher and held him securely until 
all the pupils could rush from the house to the 
scene of the rencontre. Long strings of mul- 
berry bark, previously provided, were used in 
tying the hands and feet of the teacher, who 
was then gently berne to a neighboring stream 
and ‘“‘ducked’’ untj] he yielded to the demand 
made upon him.

The Yazoo frauds, the Georgia con- 
troversyin reference to the removal of the 
Cherokee Indians, the claims of Crawford to 
the presidency, the antagonism between the 
friends of Troup and Clarke, the secession of 
Walter T. Colquitt, Mark A. Cooper and Ed- 
ward J. Black from the whig party in 1540, 
and their refusal to support William Henry 
Harrison, are illustrations of the local and 
personal character of -contests. In my large 
collection of pamphlets I find, ‘‘Some of the 
Objections to Mr. Crawford as a Candidate for 
President of the United States,’’ twenty-eight 
pages; ‘‘A Vindication of the Recent and Pre- 
vailing Policy os the State of Georgia,’’ ninety 
pages, attributed to Judge A. 8S. Clayton, and 
bristling with argument, satire and abuse; 
‘*Proceedings of a Public Meeting”? in Athens 
in 1832, in which Crawford, Hull, Berrien, 
Giascock, Gamble, Clayton, Dawson, Cone 
and others participated; circular of W. T. 
Colquitt in 1840, **To the People of Georgia, 
and especially to the State’s Bights Party ;” 
‘‘Address of J.C. Alford, W. C. Dawson, R, 
W. Habersham, T. B. King, E. A. Nesbit and 
Lott Warren to their Constituents,’’ 1840, etc., 
without a knowledge ef which discussions no 
one can properly write the history of the old 
state. 

The reference to the Colquitt, Cooper and 
Black episode may excuse me for anticipating 
a few yoars in these reminiscences. In 1840, 
when a student at Franklin college, I at- 
tended, nearly every Saturday afternoon, the 
discussions of a kind of political debating club 
in the town hall. At that time The Southern 
Banner was edited by Albon Chase and The 
Southern Whig by B. B. Poore, a mere strip- 
ling, who afterwards became well known as 
newspaper correspondent in Washington, the 
compiler sf the Coffgressional Directory and 
the editor of those valuable volumes contain- 
ing the charters and constitutions of colonies 
and states. Before the club and all who 
chose to attend, the respective merits of 
Martin Van Buren and William Henry Har 
rison, grandfather of the present president, 
were ably presented. Subtreasury, standing

THE STOCK aan ARKET. 
The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, September 27.—The stock market 
today was quiet to dull for the general list, but 
the continuance of the bear pressure upon a few 
of the leading stocks created activity in these 
shares and gave tone to the entire list. The mar- 
ket displayed a marked lack of support from the 

earliest dealings, and the bears, notw ithstanding 
the fact that a very favorable bank statement was 
expected increased their sales of short stocks as 
time wore along, aud the last prices are at or near 
the lowest of the day. The pressure was most 
prominent upon Atchison,Pacific Mail and Sugar, 
and each of these stocks scored material losses in 
the short session. The president of Pacific Mail 
was quoted as saying that there was little hope of 
the passage of a subsidy bill in the present session 
of congress, and that stock became a shining 
mark for apeeanens of the bears,and it was forced 
off from 423, to 40, and closed at 41. Sugar was 
sold on the compromise on the sugar tariff, which 
is looked upon as not favorable enough to refi- 
nerics, and large amounts of stock changed hands 
at constantly declining figures. Atchison was 
pressed for sale and steadily declined, with no de- 
velopracnts but plenty of talk of business troubles 
in Boston. The general list opened heavy, though 
first prices were generally slightly higher and 
sympathized closely with the weakness in leading 
shares, and while there were frequent slight rallies 
most of the list closed off small fractions from last 
night’s prices. The loss in Sugar was 14, in Atch- 
ison 14, andin Pacific Mail 1% per cent. Sales 
reached only 85,472 listed and 32,392 unlisted 
shares

Article 1. The first national congress of 
representatives of the Brazilian people is con. 
vened for the 15th of November, proceeding to an 
election on the 15th of September.

For all this the provisional government takes 
upon itself the responsibility; and proposes to 
accomplish all in detail, giving as its reason that 
it considers it of the utmost importance to accel- 
erate the definitive organization of the republic.

The republican and protestant papers made 
a decided fight for the above petnigipind.

A NEW ALUMINIUM PROCESS. 


Professor Hirsh, of Chicago, Claims to Have 
Made a Valuable Discovery. 


Cnrcaco, I1l., September 25.—Professor Jo- 
seph M. Hirsh, of Chicago, has exhibited the 
process by which he is able to extract alumin- 
ium from clay at a cost of only a few cents on 
pound, and declares the process is entirely dif- 
ferent from any known to the books. The an- 
nouncement of this discovery. was made some 
time ago, with the result that he was attacked 
as a fraud. 

Since the first announcement of the discoy- 
ery was made, Professor Hirsh)as been quietly 
compieting arrangements to begin active ope- 
rations. He has leased two five-stor 
buildings. He claims to have manufacturec 
2,000 pounds of aluminium already, and within 
a few days the*works will have a bog of 
this amount every week. A reporter called 
upon the ehemist to ask him.in regard 
tain charges made by a New York mining jour- 
nai that he had no new process and was; in- 
fringing on the Hall or Cowles patent, or else 
exhibiting metal which he had bought in 
quantities. 

‘*T have solved the problem of extracting the 
metal from an aqueous solution,’’ said Professor 
Hirsh, ‘‘and the process has been so simplified 
that itis surprisingly cheap and requires but 
little labor. Pure kaolin, or clay, containing 
53 per cent of aluminium. From the clay 
which I am usingI can get 162-3 per cent 
metal—that is, from two barrels, or 600 pounds, 
of clay I can get 100 pounds of aluminium. 
Professor Richards, of Lehigh university, in 
his new work on aluminium, intimates that 
the metal cannot be extracted from clay in the 
manner that I have doneit. It will take me 
only a few minutes to demonstrate to you that 
my invention is bona fide. I will show you 
through the works.”’ 

The reporter was taken to the factory, and 
there was shown the manner in which Profes- 
sor Hirsh’s discovery was operated. Without 
going into details, it may be, said that the pro- 
cess is entirely different from any mentioned 
in works on chemistry, and is very clearly no 
infringement of the Cleveland or Pittsburg 
patents. ‘‘If I complete my arrangements for 
cheap power,’’ said he, ‘‘I can reduce the labor 
to such a small item that the metal will cost 
only a few cents a pound. Of course the 
aluminium will be sold at the present market 
price for a time, as it will be impossible to turn 
out a big supply all at once. First the metal 
will te made up into articles common to Brit- 
annia ware. Machines for spinning metal can 
be procured at once, and by making up this line 
of goods we will beable to get $8 or $l0a 
pound. Afterward we can turn out greater 
amounts, and will manufacture a variety of 
articles or sell the metal in bricks or sheets. 
It will be a long time before the metal will be 
produced in such quantities as to warrant its 
use in building houses, cars or vessels, al- 
though the inventor of the Thompson patent 
car has already -arranged .to construct four 
sleepers of aluminium for the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad.’’ 

The Chicago aluminium company is to be a 
corporation with $1,000,000 capital stock. 
Wm. L. Marston, president of the American 
Building Loan and Investment Society, will 
probably be —- as he is already the 

rincipal stockholder next to Professor Hirsh.

MONTEZUMA’S CASTLE — LINCOLN 
AND LEGAL TENDERS. 


“Goin’ to Skule”’—Unmanliness in Literature. 
Country Life in South America—Wana-_ 
maker's Censorship of the Press. 


‘‘Montezuma’s Castle’ is part of our 6x- 
ceedingly interesting article written by an 
army surgeon about the ‘great ruins of Rio 
Verde valley. This article gives informa- 
tion and discoveries which haye not here- 


tofore appeared in print. 

The censorship of the press by postal au-, 
thorities is a matter of vital interest, and’ 
a timely article on that subject is given in 
epitome on this page. M.. Quad’s sketch, 
“Goin’' to Skule,” will bé especially rel- 
ished now when the question of how to 
get good country schools is being agitated 
in Georgia. 


Montezuma’s Castle. 

Dr. Edgar A. Mearus, of the United States 
army, While stationed at Fort Verde, Arizona, 
explored “Montezuma’s castle,"’ a remarkable 
relic of the ancient semi-civilized race that left 
s0 many monuments of its laborin Arizona. 
Up toa few years ago, ne full exploration of 
these ruins had been made, and Dr. Mearns’s 
description in the October Popular Science 
Monthly is very interesting. The “‘castle’’ 
is built in a recess in a_ limestone 
cliff overlooking Beaver creek three miles 
from Fort Verde. Its lower story, entered 
through a sub-Gothie opening between three 
and four feet high and two-thirds as wide, con- 
sists of two rooms. One of them has a hole in 
the ceiling 13 by 18 inches. The rafters are 
made of willows and the room is smoothly 
plastered, the plaster bearing .the marks of 
friezes. Through the hele in the ceiling en- 
trance is had tothe tier of rooms above, and 
so On through the other stories. There 
are five stories in all, and |the upper one has 
galleries and a battlement; The picture is not 
unlike the castles of the old world, and the 
commanding position, forty feet above the 
base of the cliff, whose entircling wall of rock 
shelters it on all sides but one, makes it a well 
nigh impregnable retreat. | 

Some of the rafters show hatchet marks, and 
che implements remaining about the apart- 
ments show considerable skill and intelligence. 

Dr. Mearns found four feet of debris and 
dust in one of the upper rooms, and the work 
of shoveling it over was richly rewarded. He 
said of his discoveries: 

“Tt is said that only a few axes, metates, 
and other stone implements with broken 
vessels of pottery, were found in this build- 
ing when first explored by the whites. Upon 
my first visit, in 1884,it was evident that 
nothing more than a superficial examination 
had ever been made. In 1886 I caused the 
debris on the floors to be shoveled over. This 
material consisted of a quantity of dust and 
broken fragments of potteryfand stone im- 
plements, together with an enormous accu- 
mulation of guano from bats that inhabited 
this building. This accumulation, in the 
largest room on the top floor, 
was four feet in depth. As no one had 
ever disturbed it, the floor was found in ex- 
actly the same condition in which it was left 
by the latest occupants. In front of the en- 
trance the remains of a fire were found, and a 
goodly bundle of fagots lay against the wall at 
a convenient distance. An earthen yessel con- 
tained the food, and a small basket of mes- 
quite seeds stood hard by. On further search, 
a large spoon of sycamore wood and some 
gourd cups were found. A large metate and 
grinder, weighing upwards of a hundred 
pounds, proved tobe a troublesome acquisi- 
tion to our collection; but the labor expended 
in getting it safely down to the ground served 
to increase our respect for those who carried it 
up. Shells and shell ornaments were secured, 
as well as paints of various colors. Some 
oven-shaped cupboards were built along the 
wall, containing remains of mescal, Spanish 
bayonet, nuts of the pinon pine and other 
food substances; and corncobs were found in 
abundance. 

‘In other parts of the building several bone 
impiements, including a corn shucker and a 
handsomely wrought marlin spike, fashioned 
from the legbone of deer, were obtained. 
Scalps or headdresses were also unearthed. 
Indeed, the materials here found formed 
quite an extensive collection, including nu- 
merous food articles, bones of various animals, 
pieces of cloth, matting and basket work, 
ropes and cords of cotton and yucca, sticks for 
fire-making, knitting and weaving, and many 
other uses. 

“None of the ancient buildings of this re- 


gion exceed this one in picturesque grandeur, 4 


although many are more extensive. Its very 
location excites admiration and inspires re- 
spect for those who built it, whatever may 
have been the motive which prompted to the 
selection of such a site; nor is it lacking in 
architectural beauty. Its existence proves its 
great strength.’ 

Dr. Mearns also describes his exploration of 
ruined pueblos, or terraced houses in the same 
region. One,a pile of ruins 280 feet long, with 
remaining walls seven feet high, and a mass of 
charcoal and debris representing the super- 
structure, which had been destroyed by fire. 

Below the debris were found plastered yaults 
with human _§ skeletons, and in one 
place tombs of infants and children. The 
vauits were covered with flat stones, one of 
which was painted red. The bodies apparently 
had not been incased in burial clothes as was 
the case with other skeletons in other parts of 
the building and in other ruins of Arizona. 


“Of stone implements, the metates, used for 
grinding maize, form an exceedingly interest- 
ing set of specimens, exhibiting considerable 
variation in size and form. The greater num- 
ber were of the hard, porous, gray scoria 
known as malpais, a material well adapted for 
grinding. Others were hewn out.of sandstone, 
varying in color from red to creamy white. 
The manner in which they are fashioned, 
with no better tool than another 
stone, speaks in eloquent praise of the 
skill and indefatigable patience of these 
aboriginal workmen. A series of these primi- 
tive stone mills may be seen in the writer’s 
collection at the American Museum’ Grooved 
stone axes and hatchets were numerous, and 
likewise exhibit an unusually wide range of 
variation in size, shape, material and work- 
mansiip. Several of them are, in form and 
finish, scarcely inferior to the modern articles. 
Some of the picks and hammers were also 
models of the handicraft of the stone age. 
Not the least interesting were stone wedges 
(doubtless intended for splitting timbers) and 
agricuitural tools. Thoro were also 
a large assortment of stone knives, 
resembling in shape the chop- 
ping knife of modern housewives. Heavy 
mails, pi of lava, whetstones, polishing 
stones and other implements whose use is not 
apparent, were obtained, besides mortars and 
pesties, stone vessels and plates or platters of 
volcanic rock. Besides such articles of. do- 
mestic use, there were the implements of war- 
fare and the chase, including rounded stone 
hammers, mostly of sandstone and scoria,. 
grooved for attachment-to'a handle by means 
of a hide thong; also grooved stones used in 
arrow-making, spear heads and arrow points

Country Life in South America. 

The following interesting description of the 
agricultural classes in Chili is from Theodore 
Childs, ‘‘Agricultural Chili,” in the October 
number of Harper’s Magazine: 

“Agricultural Chili is a pleasant and inter- 
esting country to visit. The scenery, suggest- 
ing memories alternately of California, Switz- 
erland and northern Italy, is both grand and 
charming. Nothing can be seen more 
and impressive than the main ri 
Andes, with the volcanic peaks w | 
snow, while occasionally toward the south 
some smal! crater shoots up volumes of smoke 

Vi about the time that 
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this river, the longest and broadest iu the 


one of the Loire, except that it flows continu- 
ously between sloping and often wooded hills, 
Like the Loire, it is full of shifting sand-banks, 
some of clean yellow sand, others of black vol- 
canic sand; and these, as the water varies in 
depth, give to the surface a moire of violet and 
vellowhel green,, Ags for the rustic population, 
and the incidents.of life @long the road, the 

offer plenty of material for the painter, an 

food for retlection to the student of manners, 
Here indeed is primitive civilization, needing 
no house furniture, no comfort, very elementary 
clothing,and only the simplest forms of ceramic 
ware. What plainer food could be found than 
-bread, beans,j and onion pie? What,more 
hatural drinking vessel than a calabash? 
What less complex vestment than the ‘‘pon- 
cho?’? What shoe more .easily made than a 
bit of cowhide tied, on with thongs? What 
more refreshing and obvious combination of 
food and drink than the familiar watermelon, 
which would seem tobe thé chief and onl 

nourishment taken by many of the poorer Chil- 
ians? Inthe stations. you see whole trains 
loaded with waterme!ons. In the towns water- 
melons are sold in every shop, and piles of 
them are stacked in the streets wherever there 
is an open-air breakfast stall. On the steamers 
that ply between the ports of the Pacific the 
decks are encumbered with the inevitable 
melons, and the waterin the harbora is cov- 
ered with the floating rinds of empty ones. In 
no other country have I seen such universal 
consumption of watermelons except along the 
banks of the Danube, where the peasants are 
nagbetter lodged and no better fed than those 
of Chili. All this I say not in dispraise of the 
Chilian ‘‘peones.’’ On the contrary I am con- 
vinced that they are fine fellowsin their way 
and splendid workers, especially by the piece. 
No Europeans can surpass them in strength 
and endurance. Above all, no Europeans could 
existin the same conditions of alimentation 
and habitation. In Chili the ‘“‘peones’’ live 
literally like pigs, both in tee country and in 
the towns, regardless of hygiene or even the 
most ordinary sanitary precautions. The con- 
sequence is that infant mortality is great; the 
infants die like flies, and those who survive 
are only the strongest and the. fittest. This 
rural and urban working population is igno- 
rant, though not unintelligent; the ‘‘peones’’ 
can rarely read or write, but they have a natu- 
ral talent for imitation, and when once they 
have been shown how to doa thing they will 
go on doing it; thus they learn in a few lessons 
to manage agricultural machinery, and when 
they have once learned they do not forget. 
As for morality, it is to be feared they have 
but little. They are not afraid of death thom- 
selves and have not much respect for the: life 
of others, and both men and women alike ap- 
pear to have inherited a fair dose of super- 
stition and many queer beliefs from their 
Indian ancestors, together with a number of 
silly remedies. The women, when they have 
a headache, paste rounds of paper on their 
temples, or the pip of a watermelon. If they 
feel anything the matter with their eyes they 
will p!aster their cheeks over with leaves. 
Indeed, you rarely see a Woman who. has. not 
something stuck on her face. All these de- 
fects, all these superstitions and all this 
neglect of the laws of hygiene Presi- 
dent Balmaceda hopes to eradicate by edu- 
cation, and, therefore, we see, not with- 
out surprise, in rustic townships like Traiguen, 
fine schoolhouses being built, at a cost of $90,- 
000, before there is yet a single brick house 
within the district. This policy of building 
schools and promoting education is being ac- 
tively carried on throughout Chili. Wherever 
you go you see a fine school being built, and at 
no great distance from it an equally fine new 
prison, and the chances are that the cells of 
the latter will be filled sooner than the class- 
rooms of the former. However, the education 


of modern republicanism in Europe and in the 
United States, and it is, therefore, not astonish- 
ing to find imitative Chili following in the 
wake, perhaps a little hastily and a little 
blindly.”’

Wanamaker’s Censorship of the Press, 

The no-name paper of The. October Arena 
hasa timely article on Postmaster General 
Wanamaker’s action in excluding ‘‘Kreutzer 
Sonata ’ from the mails. 

The able writer of this article strikes a blow 
in defense of the liberty of the press which 
will awaken many indifferent ones to the enor- 
mity of the offense committed by the post- 
maéter general. He says: 

“The action of the postmaster genera) in ro- 
fusing to transmit Count Tolstoi’s latest work 
through the mails, is one of the most signifi- 
cant steps taken in recent years looking to- 
ward the establishment of a despotic censor- 
ship of the press, which, if not resisted by the 
patriotism and the culture of the land, must 
necessarily resultin a tyranny as odious to 
every broad and manly impulse as it is fata] to 
sa growth and expansion of the human 

rain. 
‘‘Perhaps the gravest feature of the step is 
the precedent it establishes and the logical re- 
sults which will follow; for if a postmaster 
general can arbitrarily exclude a work like the 
‘Kreutzer Sonata’ from the mails, who is to 
stop a less pious officialin the same position 
from excluding the Bible, a work containing 
confessedly many passages accounted obscene 
and immoralin the highest degree—passages 
which parents who have a sensible regard for 
the welfare of their children, would never 
think of reading aloud to them at the fireside. 
We cite this illustration merely to show the 
evil of permitting an official to wield so dan- 
gerous a weapon. 
“The case assumes a still more serious aspect 
when it is remembered that this power once 
securely established by precedents may be em- 
loyed by thoroughly unscrupulous politicians 
in unjust discriminations against party ovpo- 
nents. That such power would surely be thus 
abused no candid observer, who has critically 
followed recent political events, can fora 
moment doubt. Conscience is an almost un- 
known quality in political intrigue. Indeed, 
during the last session of congress a gentle- 
man from Iowa introduced a smooth! 
drown bill which carried with it an artié: 
trary censorship. 
“The steps from a postal censorship to a 
censorship of the press; ftom the. field é6f 
morals to that of religion are of easy gradation, 
and it is not overstating the case to say that 
many of those who are now so vigorously de- 
fending the right of the arbitrary power on 
the part of the postmaster general, look for- 
ward confidently to the return of the ‘good old 
days’ when morals and religion were under 
state censorship, when free thought was a 
crime, and the minority had no rights that 
bigotry and intolerance were bound to respect. 
Events which have recently taken: place 
special emphasis to these facts, significant 
among which was action of Mr. 
oppose — after he heard of the 
ruling of the postal department an 
before he had read the work, rushed itis ams 
to secure the conviction of four persons. who 
were selling the ‘Kreutzer Sonata.’* The 
sey epaee were arraigned before Judge White.

What is the offense? Scott, Richardson, 
Fielding, all the great literature of the past, 
has been so. Remember this: when the taste 
in fiction is not for blood, it is nearly always 
for something worse—sensuality. hich of 
the two is. the more unwholesome— 
which would we wish most to 
repudiate—the sensuality of France and its 
literature, or the noble bloodthirstiness-of the

Look around and see what is going.on in Eng- 
lish art, literature, drama. Instead of too 
much blood there is too little, if that igs the 
alternative for lust. It is always lust now. 
Take the drama, and look at the pieces going. 
‘The Village Priest’ turns on a base alliance. 
In ‘The Man’s Shadow,’ the pivotis that one 
of the two husbands thinks his wife is dis- 
loyal with his bosom friend. These plays of 
French origin are nearly always sheer . stories 
of lust. ’erhaps you say: ‘To the pure 
all things, ete. Wretched cant, sir, in- this 
connection. There is at least something. virile 
and manly in bloodthirstiness, there is nothing 
but what is basest and cruelest and meanest 
in sensuality. Look at ‘The Dead.Heart,”’ 
‘‘La Tosea,’’ ‘‘Partners,’’ ‘‘The Profigate,’’ a 
noble play—but. still lust, lust, lust, The 
whole scope and scheme, aim and direction of 
French llterature in every new novel that 
makes itself felt is toward lust—Zola, Daudet, 
Paul Bourget, Flaubert, the Goncourts, Eng- 
lish. literature is a thousand. times purer 
and its purest part is that which is most blood- 
thirsty. There is blood enough in:Lorna 
Doone, and yet the book is purity itself. The 
Master of Ballantrae is also bloody “but-gpure: 
Black’s best book, Macleod of Dare; ends with 
murder and'‘suicide. When you come to mod- 
ern English books with no blood in them, they 
are either insipid or impure. I never pick up 
the reviews without finding that the plots of 
more than half the new novels turn out oniilicit 
love. This running away from blood is an 
effeminate thing. There is a litttle blood 
flowing nowadays through English _litera- 
ture. And this I take to be a sign of the ef- 
feminate spirit of the times. It shows itself 
inthe worship of such a man as Shelley—not, 
ofcourse, Shelley the poet, but Shelley the 

ati—and yet. Ouida and Grant Allen are 

rave enough to tell us thatany woman’ would 
have been honored if Shelley had made her his 
mistress or trodden her under his feet. They 
say, in effect, ‘‘Would it not be a distinction 
to be seduced by Goethe?” This utter unman- 
liness makes one sick. Itreminds me of the 
story of the little Italian coxcomb who used to 
introduce his wife as a..past. mistress of 
the celebrated Lord. Byron. The.temper of 
mind - of that little man was laughed at sg 
— ago; but now it seems to be imitated. It 

as ‘to be thought that. a man of genius 
can make other claims upon his fellow- 
creatures.than are proper to. men of the world. 
Goodness knows I am nostickler-for conven- 
tions, but I do say that.a.man of genius should 
be required t® behave as ather men behave, or 
else be kicked. For pity’s sake,.let us banish 
this effeminacy which leads to so: much silly 
talk and silly writing—this glorification of the 
sexless side of Shelley’s cliaracter and the un- 
manly side of Goethe's:’’

yet another, in point of convenience and size 
one of the best, was known as the Empire hos- 
ran on Whitehall street between Hunter and 

itchell streets { Besides, the second and third 
stories of a number of business houses near the 
center of the. ~ were used for 
like urposes. here were oc- 
casions just aftera battle, when all these 
weré inadequate, and the soldiers for days 
were lodged in tents near the carshed. The 
medical department was ably administered, 
and these consecratedwomen, under the lead- 
ership of Mrs. Winship and Mrs. Collier, 
labored with untiring energy. They 
shrank from no office, however 
menial; from no duty, even if it involved 
drudgery, that might help the suffering or 
cheer the dying. 

Not unfrequently a train load of soldiers, 
—« through the city, must be fed at the 
carshed. The post commissary would call on 
these societies for aid. Never did either falter. 
They dropped their needles and went to the 
cooking stove, and by the arrival of the train 
they had their committee, with lunch baskets 
by the hundred and a hundred steaming coffee 
pots, at the station. And there they would 
serve these war-worn and way-worn troops 
with the kindness of mothers and _ sisters. 
Just here I will introduce as a sample 
a notice that I find in the files of The Atlanta 
Southern Confederacy:

About this time a fourth society was organ- 
ized, with Mrs. H. C. Holcombe as president. 
We have been unable to ascertain much with 
regard to the charitable work of 
this organization. It was known 
as the **Dorcas”’ Society, a 
designation, both scriptural and suggestive. 
Judging from the subjoined notice which ap- 

ared in the city papers in December, 1562, 
ft was working in harmony with the older and 
larger associations.

But there is another aspect of woman's 
work in connection with the hospitals that we 
must notoverlook. We refer to the matter of 
personal visitation to the hospitals. - In the 
spring of 1862 the pastors of the central 
pa of the city, partly at the instance of 
the ladies, undertook a sort of pastoral 
oversight of these hospital inmates.

We have referred to the arduousness of this 
work. And yet these servants of the church 
performed it month after 1sonth and year 
after year without reward of an earthly sort 
or the hope thereof. Oftentimes did they go 
to Oakland with no one to accompany them 
but the old sexton, Mr. Pilgrim, and then read 
toa single listener, besides the colored grave- 
diggers, the solemn burial service of the 
church. 

Some of the hospital scenes wore the most. 
touching, and again the most thrilling ex- 

riences of my own life. By assignment, I 

ad charge of the Empire hospital on White- 
hall street. I think it was the steward of that 
hospital that sent a messenger at the hour of 
midnight to summon me to the bedside of a 
dying soldier. It was, as I well remember, 
an autumnal i night. The harvest 
moon was shining with intense 
brilliancy as passed White- 
hall, crossing on niy solitary way to the 
hospital. On my arrival I was informed that 
the dying confederate had expressed a strong 
desire to see a minister before he died. I was 
promptly shown into a small bedroom on the 
second floor. The poor fellow was lying on a 
bunk and was being nursed by a white 
attendant. I approached an 
business, and inquired as to 
home and family. He was unmarried and the 
only son of a widow who had trained him 
religiously. He said that he was not afraid to 
die, but wished very much to bo assured of his 
acceptance with God. I recited a number of 
a from the Scriptures which were suit- 
ed to his condition and then proposed to pray 
with him, asking him at the same time to 
_ heartily in the prayer, which he promised 

16 would do. During the prayer his responses 
were intelligent and _§ fervent. 
down on his bunk and, taking his. cold hands 
in mine, I sang one of the old Wesleyan hymnt 
that his mother loved and often sang, as he 
afterwards told me. Presently his face bright- 
ened with an unearthly glow and he began to 
rejoice with exceeding joy. The attendant 
and myself sought to tise bins, but he con- 
tinued to praise God until his strength was 
well nigh exhausted. Saying to him that I 
hoped to meet him in heaven, his eyes sparkled 
with delight andihe said, ‘‘Yes, parson, I hope to 
meet you there.’’ Bidding him good-bye, I turned 
away, but I had only reached the hall when 
the attendant called me, and said the dying 
soldier wanted to speak to me again. I went 
back to him, and he said, with evident interest: 
‘Parson, I have $25 or $30 in my pants under 
my pillow, and I want you to cake it and give 
it tothe poorChristians of Atlanta.” I re- 
plied that ‘‘perhaps his widowed mother 
needed the money.’’ He answered that ‘‘she 
had plenty.” ‘Well,’’ I rejoined, “I will 
speak to the steward when I go down 
and he will take charge of the money and do 
with it as you direct.’’ Again I took leave of 
the poor boy. Next morning I called and found 
him stretched out in the dead-room on the 
bare floor. .His remains, however, were for- 
warded to his mother in Alabama, to which 
state he belonged. 

I have spoken at length of this conversion 
and death in the hospital, not because it was 
typical, for in some respects it was unique and 
yet in its main features it was by no means ex- 
ceptional. The other ministers of the city could 
recall many similar incidents. 

In this department of the hospital 
work the women were quite active. 
I have even seen them on their mis- 
sion of love inthe crowded erysipelas wards, 
where the atmosphere was laden with con- 
tagion. Indeed, their devotion to duty was not 
surpassed by Florence Nightingale, when she 
abandoned her ancestral home of elegance and ® 
luxury ang became a ministering spirit in the 
fever hospitajs of Scutari. 

It was a gracious work of Robert Patterson, 
the ‘Old Mortality’ of the great novel- 
ist, when, frequenting lonely and 
neglected churchyards, he sought with his 
chisel and mallet to restore the half-faded in- 
scriptions on the gravestones of the Coy- 
enanters. 

With a like reverential spirit I have 
labored to snatch from oblivion the scanty 
records of the unselfish labors of these patriot 
women, who, under the leadership of Mrs. 
Winship, Mrs. Collier, Mrs. Morell and Mrs. 
Holcombe, did 80 much to illustrate the south 
in its grand struggle for __ liberty. 
Others were not less eserving, but these 
were more notable, not because it may be of 
their greater merit, but because of their offi- 
cial position. It is a grave mistake to suppose 
that the work which they did was of merely 
local interest. On the other hand, during the 
second and third years of the war, it covered 
the whole south and southwest. Hun- 
dreds of sick and wounded confed- 
erates from Kentucky, Florida, Mississippi, 
Alabama, Tennessee, and not a few from the 
trans-Mississippi department were, from time 
to time, found in the Atlanta hospitals. 
It ought to be stated, however, that liberal con- 
tributions were made to the local associations 
frem cammunities even outside of Georgia. 

The reader will have observed that one 
name frequently occurs in this narrative, that 
of Mrs. Isaac Winship. She sleeps now in 
Rose Hill cemetery, at Macon, and is beyond 
the reach of human praise or blame. Her 
labor for the confederate soldiers did not cease 
with the war, Long after her health had been 
shattered by disease, she visited in person 
some of the battlefields of the war, and su- 
pervised the removal of the confederate dead 
to the Griftin cemetery, where they were de- 
cently interred. Of her, indeed, it has been 
beautifully written by another that to her ‘‘the 
cause of the south was never a 
lost cauge.”’ By every right standard of judg- 
ment, therefore, Martha Winship was as true 
a patriot as Martha Washington. 

Hers we rest. The work we have performed 
was not a self-imposed task, but undertaken in 
response to the solicitations of many worthy 
people, who appreciated its obvious necessity as 
a work both of piety and patriotism. And 
now, “if I have done it well, itis only what I 
desired ; but if slenderly and meafnly, it is that 
I could attain unto.” W. J. Scott.

Therefore, Be it ordained by the mayor and gen- 
eral council aforesaid, that in accordance with the 
constitution and laws of said state, and in pursu- 
ance of the amendment to the charter of said city 
authorizing the issue of said bonds, an election 
shall be held on the 14th day of October, 1890, to 
determine the question whether said water bonds 
shall beissued by said city, and that notice to the 

eople (qualified voters of said city) be published 
fa he Atlanta Constitution, the newspaper in 
which the sheriff's advertisements for said county 
are published, for the space of thirty days next 

yreceding the day of said election, as provided by 
aw, said bonds to bear interest at the rate of four 
(4) per centum per annum, and to run not exceed- 
ing thirty years from the date thereof, the inter- 
est to be paid semi-annually, on the first days of 
January and July of each year, and the principals 
of said bonds to be fully paid off within thirty 
years of the date of the issuance thereor. 

If the issue of said water bonds is voted by the

‘There were oc- 
casions just aftera battle, when all these 
weré inadequate, and the soldiers for days 
were ty in tents near the carshed. The 
medical department was ably administered, 
and these consecratedwomen, under the lead- 
ership of Mrs. Winship and Mrs. Collier, 
labored with untiring energy. They 
shrank from no office, however 
menial; from no duty, even if it involved 
dradgery, that might help the suffering or 
cheer the dying. 

Not unfrequently a train load of soldiers, 
— through the city, must be fed at the 
carshed. The post commissary would call on 
these societies for aid. Never did either falter. 
They dropped their needles and went to the 
cooking stove, and by the arrival of the train 
they had their committee, with lunch baskets 
by the hundred and a hundred steaming coffee 
pots, at the station. And there they would 
serve these war-worn and way-worn troops 
with the kindness of mothers and _ sisters. 
Just here I will introduce as a sample 
a notice that I find in the files of The Atlanta 
Southern Confederacy:

This provided for only a single week of this 
wearisome work. Some of the most efficient 
members do not appear in this list.

anized a St. Phillip’s Hospital Aid Society. 

ev. A. F. Freeman, the cultured and patriotic 
rector of St. Phillip’s church, was the presi- 
dent, assisted by those excellent Christian 
women, Mrs. Morell and Mrs. Solomon, 
who were known as directresses. Mr. 8S. B. 
Oatman was treasurer, and its membership in- 
cluded thirty odd of our best women. This 
society was characterized by great activity in 
obtaining and distributing food and clothing 
amongst the sick jand wounded  sol- 
diers. It was of signal value in 
helping the two older associations, which in 
the.latter months of the struggle were bur- 
dened beyond their ability. . 

About this time a fourth society was organ- 
ized, with Mrs. H. C. Holcombe as president. 
We have been unable to ascertain much with 
regard to the charitable work of 
this organization. It was known 
as the **Dorcas”’ Society, a 
designation, both scriptural and suggestive. 
Judging from the subjoined notice which ap- 
peared in the city papers in December, 1862, 
it was working in harmony with the older and 
larger associations. —

cgeers, the solemn burial service of the 


touching, and again the most thrilling ex- 
een ofmy own life. By assignment, I 
ad charge of the Empire hospital on White- 
hall street. I think it was the steward of that 
hospital that sent a messenger at the hour of 
midnight to summon me to the bedside of a 
dying soldier. It was, as I well remember, 
an autumnal night. The harvest 
moon was shining with intense 
brilliancy as I passed White- 
hall, crossing on niy solitary way to the 
hospital. On my arrival I was informed that 
the dying confederate had expressed a strong 
desire to see a minister before he died. I was 
promptly shown into a small bedroom on the 
second floor. The poor fellow was lying on a 
bunk and was being nursed by a white 
attendant. I approached and told my 
business, and inquired as to his 
home and family. _He was unmarried and the 
only son of a widow who had trained him 
religiously. He said that he was not afraid to 
die, but wished very much to bo assured of his 
acceptance with God. I recited a number of 
es from the Scriptures which were suit- 

ed to his condition and then proposed to pray 
with him, asking him at the same time to 
oin heartily in the prayer, which he promised 

@ would do. During the prayer his responses 
were intelligent and _ fervent. sat 
down on his bunk and, taking his: cold hands 
in mine, I sang one of the old Wesleyan hymnt 
that his mother loved and. often sang, as he 
afterwards told me. Presently his face bright- 
ened with an unearthly glow and he began to 
rejoice with exceeding Joy. The attendant 
and myself soughtto calm him, but he con- 
tinued to praise God until his strength was 
well nigh exhausted. Saying to him that I 
hoped to meet him in heaven, his eyes sparkled 
with delight and{he said, ‘‘Yes, parson, I hope to 
meet you there.’”’ Bidding him good-bye, I turned 
away, but I had only reached the hall when 
the attendant called me, and said the dying 
soldier wanted to speak to me again. I went 
back to him, and he said, with evident interest: 
‘Parson, I have $25 or $30 in my pants under 
my pillow, and I want you to take it and give 
it tothe poor Christians of Atlanta.’ I re- 
plied that ‘perhaps his widowed mother 
needed the money.”’ He answered that ‘she 
had plenty.’”’ ‘Well,’ I rejoined, “I will 
speak to the steward when I go down 
and he will take charge of the money and do 
with it as you direct.’’ Again I took leave of 
the poor boy. Next morning I called and found 
him stretched out in the dead-room on the 
bare floor. His remains, however, were for- 
warded to his mother in Alabama, to which 
state he belonged. 

I have spoken at length of this conversion 
and death in the hospital, not because it was 
typical, for in some respects it was unique and 
yet in its main features it was by no means ex- 
ceptional. The other ministers of the city could 
recall many similar incidents. 

In this department of the hospital 
work the women were quite active. 
I have even seen them on their mis- 
sion of love inthe crowded erysipelas wards, 
where the atmosphere was laden with con- 
tagion. Indeed, their devotion to duty was not 
surpassed by Florence Nightingale, when she 


luxury and became a ministering spirit in the 
fever hospitajs of Scutari. 

It was a gracious work of Robert Patterson, 
the ‘‘Old Mortality’ of the great novel- 
ist, when, frequenting lonely and 
neglected churchyards, he sought with his 
chisel and mallet to restore the half-faded in- 
scriptions on the gravestones of the Coy- 
enanters. 

With a like reverential spirit I have 
labored to snatch from oblivion the scanty 
records of the unselfish labors of these patriot 
women, who, under the leadership of Mrs. 
Winship, Mrs. Collier, Mrs. Morell and Mrs. 
Holcombe, did 80 much to illustrate the south 
in its grand struggle for __ liberty. 
Others were not less esérving, but these 
were more notable, not because it may be of 
their greater merit, but because of their offi- 
cial position. It is a grave mistake to suppose 
that the work which they did was of merely 
local interest. On the other hand, during the 
second and third years of the war, it covered 
the whole south and southwest. Hun- 
dreds of sick and wounded confed- 
erates from Kentucky, Fiorida, Mississippi, 
Alabama, Tennessee, and not a few from the 
trans-Mississippi department were, from time 
to time, found in the Atlanta hospitals. 
It ought to be stated, however, that liberal con- 
tributions were made to the local associations 
from cgmmunities even outside of Georgia. 

The reader will have observed that one 
name mie coma. occurs in this narrative, that 
of Mrs. Isaac Winship. She sleeps now in 
Rose Hill cemetery, at Macon, and is beyond 
the reach of human praise or blame. Her 
labor for the confederate soldiers did not cease 
with the war, Long after her health had been 
shattered by disease, she visited in person 
some of the battlefields of thé war, and su- 
pervised the removal of the confederate dead 
to the Griffin cemetery, where they were de- 
cently interred. Of her, indeed, it has been 
beautifully written by another that to her ‘‘the 
cause of the south was never a 
lost cause.’”’ By every right standard of judg- 
ment, therefore, Martha Winship was as true 
a patriot as Martha Washington. 

ere we rest. The work we have performed 
was not a self-imposed task, but undertaken in 
response to the solicitations of many worthy 
people, who appreciated its obvious necessity as 
a work both of piety and patriotism. And 
now, “if I have done it well, itis only what I 
desired; but if slenderly and meanhly, it is that 
I could attain unto.”

determine the question whether said water bonds 
shall beissued by said city, and that notice to the 

eople (qualified voters of said city) be published 
In The Atlanta Constitution, the newspaper in 
which the sheritf’s advertisements for said county 
are published, for the space of thirty days next 

ene 7, Ben day of said election, as provided by 
aw, said bonds to bear interest at the rate of four 
(4) per centum per annum, and to run not exceed- 
ing thirty years from the date thereof, the inter- 
est to be paid semi-annually, on the first days of 
January and July of each year, and the principals 
of said bonds to be fully paid off within thirty 
years of the date of the issuance thereor. 

If the issue of said water bonds is voted by the 
requisite two-thirds of the qualified voters of said 
city, then, and before the proposed debt is in- 
curred, an ordinance or ordinances shall be passed 

roviding for the sale and issue thereof, and mak- 

ng provision at the same time for the assessment 
and collection of the annual taxes sufficient in 
amount to pay the principal and interest of said 
debt within thirty years from the date of incurr- 
ing said indebtedness. 

But this shall not operate to increase the annual 
taxes on real estate or personal property beyond 
the charter rate of oneand one-half (144) per cent 
per annum. 

At said election the voters shall have printed or 
written on their ballots, “For Water Bonds” or 
“Against Water Bonds.’

HOLLY & DUNN’S SAWMILL. 

Another new sawmill is being erected in 
this great lumber mart by Holly & Dunn. 
They will have a splendid new building, two 
stories, 40x60, a grist mill 18x30, and a planing 
mill 26x40, making three enterprises in one. 
They have the most superior river advantages, 
owning both sides of the stream, the power of 
one side being for sale bythem. They propose 
raising the dam two feet sixinches, which will 
give them an excellent fall, and then they 
will build a boon, which can be done at little 
expense, for driving logs. There is more tim- 
ber on Cartecay river, the stream on which 
their mill is built, than any other of my knowl- 
edge, and a boon, built as above, will bo a 
great convenience in handling logs for their 
manufacture. They will fit their mills with 
the best machinery, and will manufacture 
poplar and oak lumber from fourteen inches 
upward. They have already contracted for 
4,000,000 feet of lumber, annually for ten years, 
thus making themselves safe on this line. 
They will give regular employment to twenty 
men, and propose to supply lumber for local 
building demands. 

Mr. Henry Holly is an experienced man in 
the business, and his excellent judgment and 
indomitable energy will do much towards 
making this a profitable enterprise.

MINERAL DEPOSITS. 

Gilmer county is studded all over with banks 
of iron ore that show the presence of a large 
amount of brown hematite ore, magnetic and 
specular iron ore, and manganese. 

One of the richest of these is the bank own- 
ed by Colonel A. E. Buck of Atlanta, and 
Judge J. A. Bledsoe, of Augusta, which is es- 
timated to contain over 300,000 tons of pure 
ore, worth 10 cents atonas itlies. At least, 
this amount isin sight, there being a shaft 
ninety feet deep, which has been sunk through 
solid ore,a tunnel running through iron 100 feet, 
and one on another side of the mountain 180 
feet deep, this one running through a solid 
vein of ore thirty-six feet wide. The lead runs 
through the entire mountain and is 300 feet 
deep, so that a casual investigator can see that 
the gentlemen owning the bank have not 
bought a “‘cat in the bag.” I went into one of 
the tunnels at a distance of 100 feet, and was 
shown by Judge Bledsoe a vein thirty-six feet 
wide. Later that gentleman went with me to 
the top of the bank, and I saw the 
game vein on the surface of tlhe 
hill. Just think ofit, and make your 
own estimate—a vein of ore thirty-six feet wide

brown hematite iron, lore and phosphordus. All 
of this is susceptible of easy nmiining, it being 
necessary to strip the moutain and turn on the 
water, which could be supplied from the river 
that flows at its base. The bank is a half mile 
from depot over a level route. Colonel Buck 

and Judge Bledsoe are fine business men and 
by their purchase they have displayed excel- 
lent judgment. They will begin mining as 
soon as arrangements can be perfected. 

There are other ore banksin the county, and 
a talk with Mr. J. A. Bisaner, who has been 
prospecting forsome eastern capitalists, as- 
sured me that there was no doubt about the 
presence ofleads of magnetic ore in consider- 
able quantities. He has leased several large 
places for a term of fifty years, pay- 
ing a minimum royalty of $500 a year. On 
these lands he has cut a léad seventy-two feet 
wide to a depth of thirty-five feet through solid 
ore, which shows an analysis of 57 per cent of 
metallic iron. There is also a fine lead of 
gray or specular iron, and along with the 
brown hematite runs a lead of marble in 
large quantities, showing all the varieties of 
white, red and blue variegated. 

FRUITS AND VEGETABLES. 

Apple culture in Gilmer county is one of 
the most successful enterprises of that section. 
The leading varieties grown are the Limber- 
twig, Shockley and Howard, all fine apples 
and good keepers. 

Mr. 8S. C. Osborne owns, perhaps, the finest 
orchard in the county, having 3,000 trees of 
the above varieties on his farm, six miles from 
Ellijay, representing different ages, all pro- 
litic bearers. These are laden with 4,000 
bushels of ripening fruit, presenting a picture 
of such magnificent beanty, the attractions of 
which cannot be portrayed by the pen of the 
most skilled artist. 

Mr. Osborne has 200 acres of cleared land‘ 
embracing some of the richest valley lands of 
that fertile section, and from his orchards 
alone will realize $2,000 this season. This 
shows the great profit in fruit culture in ‘Gil- 
mer county, where attention and industry are 
employed, and Mr. Osborne’s is only one of 
the many fine orchards that give beauty and 
profit to this section. 

The peach crop is also a good one in this 
section, the yield generally being abundant 
and the fruit always luscious.

Coxrers, Ga., September 27.—[Special.]— 
olone! Livingston was at his best here today, 
nd by many of those who heard his speech it 
was declared the ablest political address ever 
gnade in Rockdale county. 

I¢ was a vote-making talk—calm and con- 
gervative, a good argument, with just a touch 
ofthe Felton-hurrah style to keep up the in- 
terest and multiply its effect, 

He was introduced by Hon. W. L. Peek toa 
«crowd of fully 300 people, in the courthouse, 
during the dinner recess of the court. 

“My mission here today,’ began Colonel 
Livingston, “is not one of war, but 
of peace. I am aware of the fact that 
there is a division in this county, but I 
am not here to add fuel or to fan the flamo- 
quite the opposite! Human nature is not so 
aniform that all men can be expected to agree 
upon all things at all times, and the one man 
that expects all other people to bend and bow 
athis dictation is going to be sadly disap- 
pointed. Peace hasits reward. Strife hasits 
reward, whetherit be strife in the family, or 
church, or county, the last resultis hurtful. 
Somebody’s obliged to be wrongin every dis- 
pute—one side, or both. A continuance of 
political strife won’t settle a dispute, 
and it will endanger the business and 
the peace, and finally the absolute 
safety of a community. Mud-slinging won’t 
do any good. Slander, they tell us, 
back comes to its originator. Some people 'talk 


+ too much, anyhow.” 


Aptiyillustrated by the story ofa parrot 
that said “‘sic im” toadog. The parrot ad- 
mitted, upon recovering consciousness, that 
"Polly talked too much!”’ 

The story caught the crowd in great-shape. 
They enjoyed its application all the more for 
having to apply it to themselves, 

“Hurrah for Livingston!”’ was the echo.

That talk reminds 
me of a story ay tell on a deacon in North 
Carolina. Ono cold many he took a drink 
too much of whisky and then came into the 
church and imprudently sat down by the hot 
stove. He became very sick presently, and 
the preacher had the deacon carried outdoors 
for some fresh air. ‘Brethren,’ said the dea 
con, as soon as he was out the door, ‘such 
preach in’ as that—hic—would make a dog 
sick. (Continued laughter and applause. } 

That's what I think.about this talk of the 
statesmen who have been promising relief so 
long, and haven’t done anything, and are 
still trying to put us off with their worn-out 
promises.

We promised to 
pay our debts better than. ever 
we've done it. A merchant remarked 
tome here today: ‘I never-saw so much 
cotton sold in ptember here before.’ 
‘Don’t that make things easier?’ ‘Oh, yes, 
course.’ Now, who made the sacrifice in sell 
ing this cotton? The farmer. It has cost 
ee nine centsto make cotton this year in 
middie Georgia. Here a few daysago the bus- 
iness men all over the country were talking 
about the scarcity. of money. Just after Mr. 
Peek’s card was published, advising the farm- 
ers to hold their cotton, a prominent merchant 
in Atlanta mot me. ‘If thatis done,’ he said, 
‘it means a financial panic. It means ruin to 
thousands of merchants.’ Tho farmers could 
have held their cotton very easily for a month 
longer, but when the cry went up there was a 
movement all along the line and the cotton 
poured into the markets. It was 
a sacrifice for the farmer to sell, but they made 
the sacrifice. You merchants, what if the 
farmers had treated you as they themselves 
heve been treated ? 

‘They make a heap of fuss about: turning 
some people out that have been in office—con- 

ress, forexample. Well, whose fault is it? 

‘Ve asked our representatives to stay there and 
They refused, a we had 
to send some of our own men. 

“Is there anything wrong inthat? The 
question is simply: Who’s keeping house in 
the democratic party? It reminds me of the 
story about the traveler who stopped 
ata house for a drink of water. As he stepped 
in the door theold lady had the old man’s 
head under herarm, and with the other fist 
she was pounding him in the face. ‘Who’s 
keeping house here?’ asked the traveler.

Offered as a Suggestion. 

EDITOR CONSTITUTION: That the farmer should 
have all favorable legisiation possible by the con- 
gress is conceded by all classes, provided it can 
be done without violence to our republican insti- 
tutions. That any suggestion looking to that 
worthy end deserves honest and fair considera- 
tion, no patriotic man will deny, 

Upon these premites the following is submitted 
for analysis in the crucible of cold logic and dis- 
passionate reason : 

1. With all the present warfare against national 


‘banks, the principle is not wrong per se, National 


banks have served an excellent purpose in largely 
increasing the volume of cireulation, and nothing 
could be gained if it were possible to abolish 
them, which, of course, cannot be done at present. 
The operation of state banks would only supple- 
ment their uses and not take their place. To per- 
mit them to lend money on farm lands would not. 
cure the defect, for they would not improve the 
opportunity. They could not lend profitably on 
such lands as a rule without great expense of in- 
vestigation and more than legal rate, and such 
conditions would render the loan undesirable. 

2. Then why not carry the gr of national 
banks a little furtherand make it serve constitu- 
tionally the wants and needs of the farming 
classes? Let the national government designate 
such warehouses as are now or may have to be 
conducted by private corporations, chartered for 
the purpose, who deposit with the secretary of the 
treasury, United States bonds under such fixed 
rules as national banks now do, 
and” to be known as national de- 
positories and require them to file with their ap- 

lication a fixed schedule of charges for ware- 

ouse: storage, etc., and for failure to maintain 
said charges to forfeit both charges and interest, 
and incur such other penalties: as may be proper 
to secure fair dealing. When these United States 
bonds are deposited and the application acvepted, 
then the depositories to be authorized to issue a 
certain quantity of notes based on a deposit-of 
cotton or other non-perishable produce at a safe 
per cent on market value. These notes to be sim- 
ilar ty national bank notes, and made legal tender 
by the government- on the same principle. The 
depositor to pay legal rat: of interest on the sum 
advanced, and when the debt is paid, the produce 
to be released to the owner. The bonds deposited 
would secure the government for the circulation, 
and fora further security the government could 
hold a lien on the produce superior to the ware- 
heuseman, which would render safe dealing wpon 
the part of the depositories a necessity. Inspect- 
ors, and all other safeguards thrown around na- 
tional banks: {could easily be made to apply to 
these depositories, and on the same principle. 

No money spent on the erection of warehouses, 
no appointment of officials by the government to 
transact the commercial business of the people. 
The necessity vf the business will cause the loca- 
tion of depositories wherever needed, as in the 
case of banks. The primeiple is the same in both, 
if one is constitutional, so isthe other. If one is 
sate for the country, so isthe other. No favorit- 
ism to classes, no cornering would be possible, 
but the volume of currency would necessarily 
equal the demand. Reasonable rates for ——_ 
to warehousemen will induce them to adopt the 
plan of business.

A. SATIRICAL AND BITTER SPEECH. 


Attacking the Alliance Leaders 
and the Subtreasury. ¢ 


HE TALKS ABOUT HIS RACE. 


Manrterra, Ga., September 27.—[Special.]— 


| Dr. Felton received a great ovation in Ma- 


rietta today. 

Long before the train upon which he was 
expected to come had arrived, a large crowd 
of people assembled at the depot to greet him 
with the stirring notes of'a brass band, and es- 
cort him to the courthouse.on the square. 

The train was delayed fully an hour, and it 
“was not until 2 o’clock that Dr. Felton, accom- 
panied by his son, Mr. Howard Felton, 
stepped from the cars in the midst of the great 
throng of cheering people. , 

A line of march was formed and Dr. Felton 
was escorted to the courthouse, with a long 
procession. behind, made up of merchants, 
lawyers, business men and farmers from yari- 
ous portions of the county. 

In the courthouse the band played several 
lively airs, which kept things lively while the 
crowds poured in, packing the hall toits limit. 

There was not standing'room in the build- 
ing, and the people were of every class and 
color. 

When there was quietude in the hall, Mr. 
W. W. Jolly, who had been seated with Dr. 
Felton and several others on the stand, arose 
and introduced the speaker of the day. 

DR. FELTON INTRODUCED. 

In his speech introducing Dr. Felton Mr. 
Jolly said he had never before voted for him, 
but had made up his mind to do it now because 
he thought he was on the right line. 

“Never before have I endorsed his plat- 
form,”’ said he, “but I'am on his side now to 
stay. Lintroduce him to you as a candidate 
with claims that demand your a‘tention.”’ 

When Dr, Felton arose, a lound shout of 
applause went up, it seemed, from every 
throat, and it was some time before order was 
restored. 

Dr. Felton began by pitching into the. alli- 
ance in dead earnest. He compared it to the 
star chamber and the council of ten. He then 
spoke about the two conventions—the one at 
Rome, and the other at Calhoun, contrasting 
them, and saying that the most democratic of 
the two was the Rome convention. 

He then told about his recent ovation at 
Tallapoosa in a pleasing way, and spoke at 
length about varied marks of progress that 
the young cities all through the district had 
taken on. since his last campaign when he 
visited them. 

After touching up the wonderful growth of 
Marietta in a graceful and happy style, the 
speaker began to arrive at the purpose of his 
speech, and took off his gloves, so to speak, to 
fight the issues of the campaign. 

“About this stage of his speech, however, a 
‘sensation, caused by the s¢ Mt 


in the streets,”’ called forth 4 stampede in the 


hall, and Dr. Felton could not proceed until 
many had rushed tothe windows to see the 
disturbance’on the streets. 

‘When order. was restored Dr. Felton re- 
sumed his speech, and claimed the undivided 
attention of his héarersin the following lan- 
guage: 

A WAR OF PROSCRIPTION. 

‘‘What does thisalliance fight mean? Why 
it is nothing more than a war of proscription. 
Just think ofit! 

‘‘What would the farmer’s products be with 
out the machinery and humming spindles of- 
the mechanics, the goods of the merchant, the 
tobacco of 'the tobacco manufacturer? With- 
out these co-operative classes we would all go 
back-to primitive. barbarism, and the worid 
could not go on with its busy march of 
progress. [Applause. 

‘*‘T am not abusing the alliance people as in- 
dividuals—not at all. I want the vote of 
every allianceman in this district, but only by 
conviction. Ifyou really want the agricult- 
ural interests of the country advanced, and 
emand that I pledge you my assistance, I 
certainly stand ready to do it, for lama 
farmer myself.’ 

ATTACKING THE SUBTREASURY. 

“But, at the same moment that I pledge you 
that aid, my fellow-farmers, I wish to enter 
my denunciation of this subtreasury scheme, 
It is an.issue that has. been sprung by the 
wrong men—a measure that is foolish in the 
extreme. I don’t believe in the Farmers’ Alli- 
ance, because it is a contradiction from the be- 
ginning of its, platform to the end. 

‘It excludes all lawyers from its ranks, and 
yet when it meets a lawyer is.called to preside 
over it.

THE 


GERMANY AND FRANCE ON 
M’KINLEY BILL, 


THEY ARE IN FAVOR OF RECIPROCITY 


A Rumored Arrangement with France by 
Which American Pork May Have Clear 
Passage—Foreign Gossip. 


Bertin, September 27.—[{Copyright, 1890, 
by the New York Associated Press.]—The 
completed report of Miguel, Prussian minister 
of finance, will be presented to the emperor on 
Tuesday. The information received from the 
German embassy in Paris that M. Ribot 
French minister of foreign affairs, had nego- 
tiated with Whitelaw Reid, American minis- 
ter, for a reciprocity arrangement between 
France and the United States, summarily 
gettled the project of Count Kalnoky, Austro- 
Hungarian prime minister, for a combined re- 
prisal against the United States, in retaliation 
of the McKinley tariff bill. Emperor William 
never entertained the idea of reprisals. Chan- 
cellor von Caprivi — to have dallied with 
the project until the emperor’s return from 
the manc:uvers, when suggestions of the semi- 
official press here and in Vienna for a custom 
coalition suddenly ceased. 

Chancellor von Caprivi had a conference 
with Miguel and accepted his scheme to lessen 
the cost of living to the masses by higher 
imposts in the monied classes, the principle’ 
involving an early reopening of the German 
market to American pork. The official im- 
pression here is that Minister Phelps’s over- 
tures for a settlement, if renewed, backed by 
gome easy concession in German exports to the 
United States will find a ready response from 
Chance!lor von Caprivi. 

Advances from Vienna indicate that the 
Austrian government also accepts the prin- 
ciple of reciprocity, Count Kalnoky having 
instructed the Austrian minister at Washing- 
ton to make representationsin the matter of 
mother of pear! and other Austrian industries 
affected by the McKinley bill, with a view to 
the negotiation of a treaty. 

MIGUEL AND THE EMPEROR. 

Herr Miguel's financial statements have 
also ecisively influenced military reforms 
and led tothe retirement of General Verdy 
Davernois from the war ministry and the 

ffered resignation of General Count von 

aldersee, both of whom urged the Emperor 
William to adopt Scharnhorst’s plan for a re- 
organization of the armies. This plan entailed 
large additions of artillery and cavalry and a 
consequent heavy increase in the war budget. 
Genera! Duvernois, believing that the emperor 
would assent, announced in committee of the 
re:chstag last session the Scharnhorst scheme 
as adopted. Herr Miguel’s calculations 
that the carrying out of 
the Scharnorhorst’s plan and budget 
of 550,000,000 marks would render the 
kaiser's aims in the direction of social ameliora- 
tion hopeless. Despite the popularity of the 
Scharnhorst scheme in military circles, the 
chancellor has thrown the whole weight of 
his influence against adding to the war budget. 
The emperor's definitive approval of Miguel’s 
ideas made the retirement of General Verdy 
Duvernois and General Count Waldersee in- 
evitable. The semi-official press maintains 
sHence in regard to the renewal of tlie triple 
aliiance. 

A communication published in the Pesther 
Lioyd announced that an agreement hadjbeen 
obtained. The scope of the agreement is 
meantime withheld from the public. The 
Communicatich adds that the strengthening of 
the alliance has been fully wuhigead. 

ABOUT THE SOCIALISTS. 

Preparations against socialist manifestations 
on October Ist are equalto the contingencies 
of civil war. The police have been ordered 
to act on the mobilized system, and have been 
reinforced in every populous center where it 
is supposed they will be required. Troops will 
be kept in readiness in their barracks. Com- 

mittees of socialists ridicule the expectation 
of an seventy Snciring. the pacific charaéter 
of the arrangements. There will be no public 

mass demonstration. Delegates from the 
Berlin committee will wait the arrival at 
stations of a number of socialists who were 
expelled, twenty-six of whom have signified 
their intention of retu@ning, out of several 
hundred who were expelled. They will be 
conducted to areception room, where they will 
be welcomed and a banquet given tothem. A 
mumber of congratulatory speeches will be 
made, and several extremists will be excluded 
from tle proceedings in order to prevent the 
dolice having any excuse to interiere and to 
‘avoid subsequent prosecution under the com- 
mon law. ‘Those taking partin the celebra- 
tion will wear medals that have been stfuck 
off in commemoration of the expiration of the 
repression law.

THE IRISH TRIALS. 


Attempts of the Crown Counsel to Prolong 
the Trial. 

Dus in, September 27.-—-There is no abate- 
ment of interest in the trial of the conspiracy 
eases against the nationalist leaders, now in 

ress at Tipperary. The proceedings yes- 
terday created the very general impression 
that the government was very deliberately 
trying to prolong the trial as far as possible. 
Adjournment took place yesterday afternoon 
before M. Ronan, crown prosecutor, had fin- 
ished his opening speech. At the outset 
this morning the speech was concluded. 
It owas the destre of the crown 
utor that the cases should be tried sepa- 
rately and the magistrates were inclined at 
first to consider that the proper course. To 
this defendants mnitedly objected, urging that 
they hear ail cases at once. The magistrates 
at Iast yie!lde to the persistency of defendants 
and decided in favor of a collective hearing. 

Ronan was evidently disappointed at this 
@ecision and was reluctant to accept. He de- 
clared that he bowed to the decision of the 
Magistrates because he must and said he 
would refrain from expressing any opinion of 
its fairness. 

A sensational feature of the morning was 
the renewed attack by defendants on Magis- 
trate Shannon. It will be remembered that 
on Thursday both Dillon and O’Brien pro- 
tested azainst Shannon’s sitting in the case, 
and gave the reason why they thought he 
might be biased in his judgment where they 
were concerned. The peremptory manner in 
which these protests were decided of no 
Weight was very exasperating to the 
mationalists. They decided, after a careful 
consultation, to bring before the court their 
objections to Shannon in a more formal way. 
They prepared, with much care, a statement 
of the reason ‘why the defendants, severally 
om collectively, objected to being tried before 

m. 

This statement was made in the form of an 
affidavit, to which each of the defendants 
affixed his signature and took oath. This 

nt affidavit of the defendants was brought 

to court this morning, and when a favorable 
moment came an attempt was made to present 
it tothe bench. The nationalists, who were 
in secret, were on the alert to see 
the effect of their © bombshell 
would be, and the magistrates who had re- 
ceived no intimation of the defendants pur- 
pose were taken completely by surprise. As 
goon as they tnuderstood the nature of the doc- 
ument they peremptorily declined to receive 
it. Instantly Mr. Ronan, counsel for the 
crown, was.on his feet denouncing the action 
of the defendants. It was difficult to find lan- 
strong enough to fittingly, characterize 
fe. The document they had sought to present 
to the magistrates was an infamous libel on 
aoe Shannon himself pronounced the 
davit an ‘attempt to make a scandal of 
jastice. 

This expression was greeted by the defen- 
dants with roars cf laughter, wnich was not 
easily checked, despite the rebuke of the 
bench and when preliminary matters was dis- 
posed of and the time had come for the taking 
oftestimony.

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THE SOUTH’S PROGRESS. 


Report of New Industries in the Southern 
States for the Past Three Months. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., September 27.—The 
Tradesman reports for the third quarter of 1890 
1,114 new enterprises in the southern etates, 
against 774 in the corresponding quarter of 1889, 
These reports are complied from carefully pre- 
pared data secured from accurate sources from 
every pointin the southern states. During the 
quarter just ended two agricultural im- 
plement factories have been established, 
three barrel factories, eleven breweries, 
as against two in the corresponding 
quarter of 1889; thirty-five brickworks were 
commenced; one new bridge works was estab- 
lished in Texas; ten boot and shoe factories; eight 
car works; eleven canning factories, two in Flor- 
ida, three in Georgia, one in Louisiana, three in 
North Carolina, one in South Carolina and one in 
Texas. There were thirteen cigar and tobacco 
factories established, six of which were in North 
Carolina; seventy-eight cotton and woolen inills, 
and North Carolina leads the list with sixteen to 
her credit. There were twelve compresses, four 
distilleries and forty-nine electric light works, 
which were distributed throughout the south- 
ern states. Twenty-eight fertilizer factories were 
established, twenty-five flour and ist milla, 
eighty-three founderies and machine shops, four- 
teen of which were in Virginia, ten in Georgia, 
thirteen in Alabama, and others distributed 
among the remaining southern states. Twenty- 
seven blast furnace companies were organized ; 
twelve gas works; fifty-five ice factories, and 
eighty-five mining companies were formed, Texas 
leading with fifteen. wenty-five oil mills were 
established, as against yt Remaiew in the cor- 
responding quarter of 1889; four potteries. One 
hundred ahd tive railroad corporations were or- 
ganized as against fifty-five in the corresponding 
quarter last year. 

The Tradesman remarks that although it is not 
supposed that all of the roads will be built, the 
fact that so large a number of railroad companies 
was formed gives evidence of the creat prosperity 
of the south, a demand for increased transporta- 
tion facilities and consequent activity in railroad 
building. Ten rolling mills were established, and 
three stamp mills and smelters. Forty-six street 
railway companies were formed during the quar- 
ter as against twenty-eight in the corresponding 
quarter of 1889. Forty-seven water works and 191 
woodworking establishments, this industry 
taking the lead in new enterprises 
in the south for the past quarter, Alabama having 
to her credit twenty-five, Georgia twenty-eight, 
Tennessee twenty-nine, Virginia twenty-six, and 
the balance equaily distributed throughout the 
south. M S:ellaneous enterprises during the 
quarter number 121. The Tradesman Says a study 
of the above report will show that there has been 
no diminution in the wonderful progress of the 
southern states in industrial development during 
the past three months. A very gratifying feature 
is the great diversity of industries established, 
which indicates the various resources of the 
south, and itsability to enter the manufacturing 
field in any and all lines. The general develop- 
ment in all industries should be very gratifying to 
those interested in the substantial growth of the 
southern states.

‘‘Barrundia boarded the steamer at Acapulco, 
having a ticket for Panama, and was dis- 
armed by me On August 28th, 
the authorities boarded the Aca- 
pulco, bearing a letter from Minister 
Mizner, telling me that I must surrender 
Barrundia if the authorities demanded it. I 
went to the cabin with the port captain. Be- 
fore I could finish reading the letter, Barrundia 
commenced firing onus. We sought refuge 
and he followed, continuing to fire upon us. 
The firing then became general, and about 
sixty shots were fired before Barrundia was 
killed. The passengers had been ordered be- 
low before the arrest was attempted.”

“WHILE WAITING FOR THE ROLL CALL * 


puck Kilgore, Dr. Carlton and Others, Nar- 
gate Some ofthe Experiences Which 
They Had in Stormy Days. 


WASHINGTON, September 26.—[Special.]— 


“ : During the dull days in the house, members 


amuse themselves by telling stories of all kinds 
Right now war stories are 
all the rage, and one hears them by the hun- 


 @redonany day that some dull subject is 
‘gander discussion in the house. 


“T was sergeant major of the Twenty-sixth 
New. York Volunteers,” said Congressman 
Amos Cummings. “I messed with the 


_ pioneers while in camp. One of tho pioneers 


was an old soldier of the name of Bob Will- 
lams;» Hewasone of the finest liars I ever 
heard talk. I remember he once told the 
story of his experience in the Caribbean sea. 
He said he was on a vessel coming home in 
ballast. Her hof was musty, and the hatches 
were left off to ventilateit. ‘Between the 
ooastof Cuba and Hayti we struck a school of 
fiying fish,’ to use his words. ‘They poured 
over the boat and into the ship like a score of 

nelevators. The men tried to get the 
hatclies on the vessel, and three of them were 
knocked overboard before they could succeed. 
The yessel was three-fourths full of flying fish 
in five minutes, and the crew had to labor 
night and day for three days to save them-~ 
gelves from pestilence.’ 

“After my return from the army I heard Bob 
in Newark, N. J., telling his experience at the 
battle of Fredericksburg. He said he sat upon 
a cracker box, eating hard tack and raw salt 
pork, when Stonewall Jackson’s batteries 
opened upon them. 

“They ran out of ammunition,” said Bob, 
“and began to use railroad iron. They threw 
iron rails at us thirty feet long so thick and so 
fast that they obscured the light of the sun and 
the birds went to roost. 

“Bob and I were in the sixth corps,’’ con- 
tinued Mr. Cammings, ‘‘when Sedgewick cap- 
tured the heights of Fredericksburg. That 
was on Sunday, May 5, 1863, if I remember 
right. That afternoon Sedgewick made a 
break for Chancellorsyville,to effect a juncture 
with Hooker. Stonewall Jackson had been 
killed on the previous evening. We got as far 
as Salem church, about six miles beyond Fred- 
ericksburg, when we ran intoa large section 
of Lee’s army. It was about as hard a fight as 
Ihad everseen. Our troops tried three times 
to capture the batteries but were driven back 
every time. That night the Johnnies flanked 
us and got Fredericksburg. We were left high 
and dry beyond the heights. About sundown 
on Monday there was a general assault. along 
our whole front. The Johnnies were trying 
to drive us back into Fredericksburg or into 
the river above it. I think McLaw’s division 
was the division in our front. I know we 
streck the Fifteenth Mississippi and captured 
a Colonel Stafford who was afterwards killed 
inthe Wilderness. Our line was broken on 
the left of a thick piece of woods. The Ver- 
monters in the woods, however, held firm and 

shattered the Confederate line as it passed 
their flank. We rallied and again laid down 
inline. Bob and I were lying in front of a 
big flat rock. A shell 
and threw the cap, or screw, of the shell upon 
the rock. It looked something like a §tack- 
As it struck the rock it spun around 
When

I was sure they had some- 
‘thing for the sick soldiers, and, while I didjnot 
feel that I could eat anything more then, I 
thought I had better make some provision for 
the future and that I might get something to 
take along in my haversack. I wassmall for 
myageandarather hard looking specimen.

It was between two South Carolinians, 
Major Emmett Seibles, of the Seventh South 
Carolina regiment, and Captain Bland, of the 
same regiment. Both were the regular kid- 
gloved, hot-blooded gentlemen of the chival- 
rous families of South Carolina. 

‘*They had a disagreement over a game of 
chess. Hot words passed, followed bya chal- 
lenge given by Bland to Seibles, 

*‘One of the parties selected Dr. Frank Stan- 
ford, late of Columbus, Ga., as his surgeon. 
Stanford was then a surgeon in Canty’s regi- 
ment. 

« ‘The affair was kept very quiet, and but 
few persons knew of it until after it had 
occurred. 

‘‘The principals, seconds and surgeons re- 
paired to an unfrequented, quiet spot ‘on “Bull - 
Run. The distance was quickly measured off, 
and the principals took their places ready for 
the word. Each was armed with a regulation 
army pistol. 

“Both exhibited great coolness and courage, 
for both were dead game.. When the word 
was given the two men fired almost simultane- 
ously, and both balls went true to the mark. 
Both men were hit, but neither was seriously 
injured. Thereupon, feeling that their wounded 
honor had been vindicated, they shook hands, 
and the matter ended. It did not take either 
long to recover. Subsequently Major Seibles, 
for some cause, resigned from the regiment. 
Captain Bland continued, and was promoted 
to the rank of lieutenant colonel. He was 
killed at the battle of Chickamauga on Sun- 
day, the 20th of September, 1863, while com- 
manding his regiment. Major Seibles now 
resides in Montgomery, and is one of her most 
respected citizens.

THE RAUM INVESTIGATION. 


A Newspaper Correspondent on the Stand

WASHINGTON, September 27.—The special 
house committee appointed to investigate the 
charges against Pension Commissioner Raum 
was reconvened this morning to inquire into 
another branch of the case connected with the 
internal administration of the pension bureau, 
the course suggested by the New York Tribune.

THE THEFT OF DEMOCRATIC SEATS. 


Wheat, the House Postmaster, Confesses 
His Swindling Operations with the 
: Government. 


Wasurncron, September. 27.—[Special.]— 
The tariff bill finally passed the house at 7 
o'clock, this evening. 


While there were many dissatisfied republic: 


ans, party @iscipline on that side of the house 
was today almost perfect, and there were only 
three bolters. They were: Coleman, of Lou- 
isiana, who Id not stand the free sugar 
schedule; Kelly, of Kansas, who wanted free 
binding twine, and Featherston, of Arkansas, 
who feared that the duty on cotton ties would 
defeat him if he voted for the bill. 

The final yote stood 152 to 81, Speaker Reed 
voting. 

The debate over the bill lasted five hours, 
and it was a regujar field day for the mem- 
bers, nearly all of them’ getting an 
opportunity to talk from one to five 
minutes each, with the privilege of print- 
ing the remainder of their ‘speeches 
in The Record. The democrats had ‘thé ma- 
jority of time, and a few of them used it to 
advantage. 

Mr, McMillin had charge of the democratic 
opposition, but was ably assisted by Mr. 
Turner, of Georgia, who assailed the bill as 
sectional, and- brought proof of his charge. 
Under the existing law, he said, cotton bagging 
was taxed at 14 cents a’ pound, while under 
the McKinley bill it is taxed at 16-10 cents a 
square yard. This, he said, was a slight re- 
duction, but thought it should have been more, 
as even this duty is almost prohibitory. On 
the other hand, he said jute butts, which are 
now taxed at $5 a ton, will go 
on the free list. Mr. Turner then 
attacked them on the cotton ties schedule, 
which has been increased fcom 35 per cent ad 
valorem to 103 per cent or three times as 
much as the present duty. He also attacked 
the republicans for placing a duty of 22-10 
cents on tin plate, when not a pound of the 
same, he said, is produced in the United 
States. He closed his speech by opposing the 
reciprocity amendment, on the grounds that 
it is contrary to the constitution, for this feat- 
ure in the bill proposes to invest in the presi- 
dent the power toenact a law. Mr. Turner 
spoke about thirty minutes, and his speech 
was clear, pointed and forcible, although he 
was compelled to thrash over some old straw, 
as every feature.of the bill has heretofore been 
discussed in both houses. 

Mr. Crane, of Texas, was the only 
man on the other side who strayed 
from the subject. He consumed fifteen 
minutes in arraiging the republicans for their 
repeated thefts of democratic seats, and showed 
that there was more ballot box stuffing and cor- 
ruption on the part of the Mpublican majority 
of the elections committee than in the entire 
south. 

The tariff bill will be taken up the first thing 
by the senate on Monday, and will probably be 
disposed of during the day, as there will hardly 
be more than half a dozen speeches made on it 
in' that body. A few western republican 
senators are disposed to fight it on account of 
the duty on binding twine, but they will be 
disciplined, and the final vote is quite certain 
to be taken Monday afternoon. The proba-

y Tuesday, and that adjournment wil) not 
occur later than Wednesday, and perhaps as 
early as Tuesday, the day named in Major Mc- 
Kinley’s resolution, which passed the house 
this afternoon. The senate will pass the reso- 
lution, either as it is, or amended to read 
Wednesday as soon as it votes on the tariff. 

A SAMPLE REPUBLICAN. 

Contrary to expectations the committee on 
accounts today commenced the investigation 
of Postmaster of the House Wheat. On the 
stand Wheat acknowledged that for five 
months he made Culbertson, the man to whom 
he gave the $5,000 contract for furnishing mail 
wagons, return to him $150 a month, which 
money he put into his jwn pocket, deeming it 
a requisite of the office. He said he did not 
know it was improper, and when he heard it 
had been talked about he returned the money 
to the government. That is, when caught, he 
paid back the money he had defrauded the 
government out of. He said further that he 
pocketed this money because he had learned 
his predecessor had done likewise. 

Culberston, who has had the contract for 
years, denied this, stating that when Wheat’s 
predecessor was in he was paid the full $5,000. 

After getting this information the com- 
mittee adjourned until Mondoy. Wheat’s con- 
fession, which he was forced to make, leaves 
him in a very bad condition. While it is not 
probable the committee will report until the 
December session on account of the effect the 
bouncing of Wheat might have on the repub- 
licans in the election, still he must be turned 
out, and might be prosecuted criminally. One 
of the worst features of the case is that 
Speaker Reed has known what was going on 
in the postoffice for months. 

TO TURN OUT MORE DEMOCRATS. 

The republicans of the house are going to 
turn out two more democrats before the end 
of this congress. They will be Bullock, of 
Florida, and Alderson, of West Virginia. 
However, these two men will be allowed to 
hang on till the December session, as the re- 
publicans can’t get a quorum of their own 
men here any more this session. Up to date, 
however, Tom Reed’s gang have stolen more 
seats) and turned out more members 
thanany other congress in the history of 
this country. Inthe session of ten months 
they have stolen nine democratic seats. They 
have expelled nine democrats and 
called in eight republicans, none 
of whom had any title or right to 
the seats. The first democrat turned out was 
Jackson, of West Virginia, who defeated his 
republican opponent, Smith, by three votes. 
The next man was Pendleton, of the same 
state, who had a plurality of nineteen. Then 
they retired Judge Cate, of Arkansas, who 


- had a plurality of 1,348. Barnes Compton was 


then expelled, although he received 1,816 plu- 
rality: George Wise, of Virginia, with a 
plurality of 261, was the next to go, and then 
Mr. Turpin, of Alabama, with the enormous 
majority of 13,153, was sent home, and

Since THE CONSTITUTION. began the 
agitation for country schools the people of 
Georgia are waking up to the importance of 
the subject; and once fully aroused, there 
can be no doubt that they will act vigor- 
ously. 

Tue CoNsTITUTION has made a sug- 
gestion that in country districts good schools 
may be maintained by local taxation, which, 
supplemented by the pro rata of the school 
fund, will enable them to get good schools 
at moderate cost—probably not over a tax 
of one-half of 1 per cent in most cases. 
This suggestion was based upon the experi- 
ence of the towns which have tried local tax- 
ation with such good results that none of 
them could be induced to give up the 
system, and no candidate for public office 
where the system of local taxation has been 
tried will dare oppose it. Besides being the 
most practical method that suggests itself to 
us, local taxation has in it the very safe and 
democratic principle of local self-govern- 
ment. It puts the control of the school 
entirely in the hands of the people who bear 
the burden of expense and for whose 
children its tuition should be adapted and 
its sessions arranged. 

But the matter is one for the people of 
Georgia to settle, and out of the multitude 
of counsel the wise solution of this question 
will come. r %

In a few days the Technological school will 
enter upon its third year of usefulness with 
the prospect of larger and better work than 
ever. Dr. Hopkins assures us that there 
will not be less than 150 students at the 
opening. He has laid out a broad work for

ing into use in Georgia, and the demand for 
men skilled in electrical engineering is in- 
creasing in geometrical proportion. In view 
of the fact that the institute was established 
by the state for the purpose of technical 
education, Dr. Hopkins thinks a department 
of electrical engineering ought to be estab- 
lished; for the time will soon come when 
the use of electricity will be as common as 
the use of steam power, and the Georgia boys 
ought to be competent to manage it.

We think it has been very clearly show 
that the disasters which occur inthe Mis- 
sissippi’ lowlands from these anfiual over- 
flows are not of local origin. ‘The waters of 
other states are drained into thé Mississippi, 
and while such states are free from over- 
flows, Mississippi must bear the brunt of all. 
The work of maintaining the levees may, 
therefore, be considered a general one and 
of national importance. 

The people of Mississippi have expended 
large sums fram year to year in the endeavor 
to make these levees secure. Even with 
such assistance as was given them, it has 
been a heavy tax upon them, but they have 
done their best to build and maintain an 
impregnable wall against the waters—with 
what result the country knows. The dis- 
asters of this year and former years prove 
conclusively that they are unequal to the 
task. And yet, with the record of lost lives, 
ruined crops and general disaster before 
them, such papers as The Cincinnati Com- 
mercial-Gazette, which is always opposed to 
appropriations for the south, are wrangling 
and objecting because the people have 
asked the government to come to their aid 
with a larger appropriation. 

Major T. G. Dabney, chief engineer of 
the Yazoo, Mississippi, levee district, in an 
article in The Manufacturers’ Record, urg- 
ing a government appropriation for the 
building of a more thorough system of 
levees, states the case as follows: 

Since the United States government has logic- 
ally and confessedly an interest in restraining the 
floods of the Mississippi river, at least equal to 
that of the riparian states,and since the latter 
have already expended sums greatly in excess of 
the whole government expenditure in this work, 
there is little room for argument on the question 
that the United States ought now to take prompt 
and effective measures, in co-operation with the 4 
states, to create, without further delay, a complete 
and perfect system*of levees throughout the entire 
delta of the Mississippi river. This is a part of 
the work of river improvement that can be ac- 
complished with certainty and promptitude, and, 
when done, definite and exceedingly valuable 
results will be at once attained. I would suggest, 
as a practical measure, which would seem to meet 
the equities of the case, and reconcile difficulties 


which exist in the minds of some persons, that 
there be a distinct recognition of a community of 


states On the one side and the general government 
on the other side, and that each party assume a 
definite pro rata share of the cost of building and 
maintaining them, according to a basis of division 
to be agreed upon. Then let each party come " 
forward with its contribution in sufficient amount 
to insure the completion of a general levee system 
with as little delay as practicable. Whenever the 
government makes up its mind to proceed in 
earnest to permanently regulate and improve the 
Mississippi river, the way to do so can be pointed 
outin avery simple fashion. Let congress place 
at the disposal of the Mississippi river commission 
such sums of money as they shall make requisi- 
tion for from year to year upon estimates submit- 
ted by them,’and allow them to go on with their 
work without further interference or restricticns 
on the part of congress. This is how similar 
works are accomplished by other governments, 
and it is the only way in which it can be done. 


This is a fair proposition and should re- 
ceive the prompt consideration of the goy- 


ernment and the states concerned. Bat |

land the average is 7.08 hours, and a week uf 5.26 
days; while in Durham it rises to 7.23 hours and 
5.60 days, and in Yorkshire it is 88 hoursand a 
week of 5days. In the South Wales and Mon- 
mouthshire districts the bank-to-bank hours ay- 
erage 9 per day, with a working week of 514 days 
It is a fact worthy of note that not in a single dis- 
trict do the working hours amount to 8 per day for 
6 days in the week.
